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Introduction 


The Department of the Secretary of State is responsible for 
matters relating to arts and culture, citizenship, official 
language outside the federal public service, education support, 
state protocol and translation. This report covers the activities 
of all branches of the Department from April 1, 1978 to March 31, 
1979. 


The portfolio of the Secretary of State also includes the 
boards, corporations, commissions and other offices listed on page 


3. These institutions issue their own annual reports.

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Citizenship and Official Languages Sector 


Citizenship and social development services are provided to 
the public by five regional directorates through a network of field 
offices and citizenship courts. As of April 1, 1979 the name of 
the sector was changed from Citizenship and Bilingualism Develop- 
ment to Citizenship and Official Languages. The field regions 
during the year were transferred from the sector of the Senior 
Assistant Under Secretary of State to the sector of the Assistant 
Under Secretary of State for Citizenship and Official Languages. 


Policy Branch 


The Policy Development Directorate undertook several major 
projects, such as the development of a policy to assist individuals 
and organizations challenging provincial language legislation on 
the grounds of variance from the British North America Act, and the 
provision of policy development expertise in the native communica- 
tions, native social and cultural development and support for 
native women. 


The Policy and Program Analysis Directorate provided technical 
expertise and consultative services for both headquarters and field 
staff on program effectiveness and efficiency, such as the drafting 
of strategy papers concerning evaluation requirements for the Na- 
tive Citizens Directorate (for example, Native Core Funding and 
Migrating Native Peoples' program), the preparation of evaluation 
plans and reports for the Multiculturalism Directorate (for exam- 
ple, Cultural Enrichment and Visiting Professors-Lecturers 
Programs), and participation in a departmental task force on the 


audit and evaluation function and organization. 


The Policy Planning and Priorities Directorate participated in 
several research-related activities, such as the design of a ques- 
tionnaire aimed at assessing the usefulness of the Canadian Ethnic 
Press Review, participation in a task force to establish a data 
base research component for the Migrating Native Peoples' Program; 


and the design of a questionnaire for a national survey or organi- 


zations and agencies involved in multicultural studies. 


Language Programs Branch 


Bilingualism in Education 


In cooperation with the provinces and territories, the Depart- 
ment administered a series of Bilingualism in Education programs 
designed to promote official minority-language education and second 
official language instruction at all educational levels. The pro- 
grams began in 1970 under a federal-provincial agreement, which was 
renewed in 1974 and expired March 31, 1979. Individual programs 
included formula payments, and non-formula programs such as special 
projects and various bursary and fellowship programs. 


Under this federal-provincial agreement, the Department contri- 
buted nine per cent of the average annual cost of educating full 
time students in the minority official language at the elementary 
and secondary school level, and five per cent of the average annual 
per student cost taking into account the amount of time the student 
spends studying the second official language. To help defray 
operating expenses, the Department agreed to pay one and a half per 
cent of the average annual provincial operating cost per pupil, 
based on the total number of minority official language school-age 
children in each province. Payments at the elementary and 
secondary school level totalled $142,009,689 in 1978-79. 


At the postsecondary level, the Department has agreed to pay 
each province 10.85 per cent of the operating grants given by the 
province to its bilingual postsecondary educational institutions. 
The Department bases the formula on the time spent in teaching in 
the minority official language. Payments totalling $36,103,613 
were made at the postsecondary level in 1978-79. 
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The Minister met with the Council of Ministers of Education in 
December 1978 and January 1979 to present the federal government's 
position on new five-year agreements (1979-80 to 1983-84) for pro- 
viding education in the minority official language (English in 
Quebec, French in the nine other provinces) and teaching of the 
second official language. 


With the expiration of the current agreements on March 31, 
1979, and while negotiations were being continued between the two 
levels of government, agreement was reached on the continuation of 
the non-formula programs which had immediate administrative 
requirements, in order to ensure their effective implementation in 
1979-80. 


Through the Special Projects Program, the Department reim- 
bursed the provinces and territories 50 per cent of the cost for 
the special projects they undertook such as experimental student 
immersion courses (see Table 1).

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The Department spent $2,584,853 on study bursaries to post- 
secondary students to prusue their studies in the other official 
language or, if they belonged to an official language minority 
group in a province, to take their studies in their own language. 
Other bursaries, totalling $2,381,407, permitted second official 
language teachers, or teachers in the minority official language of 


their province, to upgrade their language skills. 


Through the Council of Ministers of Education the Department 
funded both summer bursaries for students and the Monitor Program. 
Summer bursaries enabled students to study their second official 
language in six-week immersion courses. Disbursements by the 
Department for the bursaries totalled $6,447,916 during the fiscal 
year. During the academic year $3,861,300 was granted to several 
hundred post-secondary students to act as monitors assisting second 
language teachers. In addition, $36,372 was expended on travel 
bursaries for official language study by students who could not 


pursue in their province of residence or within commuting distance. 


The Department aided the provinces in establishing and financ- 
ing minority language teacher training institutes, and partly 
defrayed the costs of improving provincial language training 
centres. To the minority language teacher training institutes the 
Department gave financial support of $1,017,465 and to the language 
training centres, $1,028,759. 


Bilingualism in Public Administration 


The Bilingualism in Public Administration Program assists pro- 
vincial, territorial, municipal and educational administrators to 
serve the public in both official languages. The Program offered 
language courses through the Language Training Branch of the Public 
Service Commission, supported provincial second-language training 
programs, and contributed to the costs of translating provincial 
statutes. During the fiscal year contributions awarded by the 
Program, which terminated March 31, 1979, totalled $1,314,146. 


Bilingualism in the Private Sector 


Technical advice in bilingualism matters was provided to help 
businesses increase their capacity to function in the two official 


languages. 


The Branch disbursed $1,189,714, provided technical aid to 170 
voluntary organizations to encourage them to use the two official 
languages in their daily activities and helped to partly defray the 


costs of translation services at their annual conferences. 


Language Acquisition Development 


The Language Acquisition Development Program awarded 16 grants 
for language research projects on topics such as children with 
learning disabilities in French immersion classes, and for the 
dissemination of information on second official language teaching 


and learning and minority language education. 


Official Language Minority Groups 


Expenditures of the Official Language Minority Groups 


Directorate rose to $9 million or $3 million more than last year. 


More than 500 minority group projects were supported during 
the year 1978-79. 


Among the estimated 300 organizations aided, those of 
particular note were the 10 associations representing the official 
language minority communities in each province, the provincial and 
national youth associations and the cultural committees or 


commissions across the country. 


The types of projects awarded grants varied according to the 
objective sought and the communities helped by these projects. 
These include projects to encourage solidarity and the achievement 


of common objectives at the community level, projects to develop

innovative expressions of the minority culture or to promote that 
culture through the organization of public festivals and symposia 


featuring resource people from all strata of Canadian society. 


The Association of the Francophone Press Outside Quebec 
received grants totalling $35,000 for administrative expenses 
related to its annual convention and training clinics for its 19 
member newspapers. The Association also received an advertising 
and information grant of $250,000 which was divided equally among 
its member newspapers in order to facilitate the publication of 


articles on federal government departments and agencies. 


English language weeklies in rural Quebec, which aim to found 
an association representative of their interests, received grants 
to cover costs of a preliminary meeting and the work of the 


provisionary committee for the future association. 


A system of contributions for the nine representative provin- 
cial associations and for la Fédération des francophones hors 
Québec was established and a mechanism for consultations was 
implemented between the latter and the Department. The Federation 
was assisted in publishing two major documents: "Deux poids...deux 


mesures" and "Pour ne plus étre...sans pays". 


The Program helped the Conseil canadien de la Coopération to 
set in motion an investigation of numbers of francophones involved 
in the cooperative movement with a view to drawing up a plan of 
economic development for francophone communities outside Quebec. 
The Program also worked with the English speaking minority in 
Quebec to form a new provincial organization, the Council of Quebec 


Minorities. 


The Cultural Activities Program reached over 150 organizations 
or centres across Canada and has helped in carrying out some 230 
projects. Of special interest are those efforts at the national 
and provincial levels to promote long-term planning for cultural 
development and the identification and sharing of existing talents 


and resources. 


The Francophone-Anglophone Relations Program established a new 
policy emphasizing the needs of the minority group in each pro- 
vince. Implementation of this policy permitted support to 50 
projects across Canada with grants exceeding $600,000. The impact 
on inter-group communication, created by these projects, resulted 
in a greater awareness within the majority of the aspirations of 


the minority group. 


Under the auspices of the Summer Job Corps, the Youth Program 
developed and implemented a national Youth Job Corps project invol- 
ving the Fédération des jeunes canadiens-franeais and its nine mem- 
bermunits. This project aimed to provide minority youth with 
valuable training and to contribute to the development of the 


francophone press. 


The Program also collaborated in the integration of the 
Student Community Service Program with programs of the Official 
Language Minority Groups Directorate and in the development of a 
comprehensive policy for aiding the Guide and Scout movements in 


provinces having francophone minorities. 
Citizens' Participation Directorate 


The Citizens' Participation Directorate encourages and assists 
citizens to take an active part in the consulting and decision- 


shaping phases of public policies. 
Assistance to Community Groups 


The Social Development Program helped voluntary organizations 
strengthen participation in Canadian society by fostering community 
self-help and by encouraging consultation between voluntary organi- 
zations and governments on questions affecting the quality of 
people's’ lives. In all, 130 grants were awarded totalling 
$800,000. 
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In 1978-79, the Committee of National Voluntary Organizations 
(CNVO), representing some 100 national voluntary organizations, was 
supported with advice and with grants worth $55,000. The CNVO 
pursued goals such as improving two-way communications with govern- 
ments and obtaining income-tax reforms which would benefit volun- 


tary bodies. 


The Canadian Association for Adult Education and its sister 
organization, l'Institut canadien d'éducation des adultes - the 
only voluntary national associations for adults - each received 
a grant of $75,000. 


The National “Advisory Council’ on Voluntary “Action, in its 
report, "People in Action", commissioned by the Secretary of State 
in 1974, made over 80 recommendations designed to improve relations 
between governmental and voluntary sectors. In 1978-79 the Assis- 
tance to Community Groups Program coordinated follow-up activity 
by analysing responses from an interdepartmental committee within 
the federal public service, and assessing the response from local, 


regional and national voluntary organizations. 


The Consultation on Canada's Future Program provides access to 
resource materials, financial and technical aid and advice to 
citizens who wish to have a positive impact on the public debate 


about the future shape of Canadian Confederation. 


Various national, provincial and local voluntary associations 
engaged in 132 projects and received grants totalling $800,000 


for research. on this: topic. 


Activities to produce educational material for stimulating the 
debate on the future of Canada included a grant to The Canadian 
Association for Adult Education which collaborated with the English 
network of CBC Radio in producing a series of six broadcasts 
entitled "People Talking Back" in which Canadians from all regions 


exchanged views. 
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The Student Community Service Program provided grants 
totalling $5,146,000 to voluntary organizations and agencies to 
hire students to carry out special projects. 


Social Communications 


The Social Communications Program operates the Open House 


Canada Program, the Flag Program and the Hostel Program. 


About 36,000 young Canadians took part in exchanges in all 
provinces and territories with grants from Open House Canada 
approximating $12,000,000. 


Open House Canada also funded large national organizations, 
such as 4-H Clubs, to act as "third parties" in organizing 


exchanges and arranging travel. 


Through the Flag Program members of both houses of Parliament 
obtained Canadian flags for their constituents. The number of 
flags available for distribution doubled during the fiscal year. 


Grants from the Hostel Program of $685,000 created 239 summer 
jobs for students as hostel staff and provided safe, clean and 


inexpensive lodging for thousands of young travellers. 


Group Understanding and Human Rights 


The Group Understanding and Human Rights Division implements a 
continuing broad-scale, educational program to promote human rights 
in Canada and serves as the central point of reference for the 


federal government's domestic interests in human rights. 


The Division provided grants on a project basis to national 
and local voluntary organizations. These organizations used the 
grants, totalling approximately $620,000, to increase the 
understanding and practical enjoyment oof human rights’ and 


fundamental freedoms. 
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To celebrate the thirtieth anniversary of the Universal Decla- 
ration of Human Rights, the Division provided financial and techni- 
cal assistance for the conference "Human Rights in Canada - The 
Years Ahead" held in Ottawa, December 8-10, 1978. Representatives 
of a variety of voluntary organizations attended the conference 
sponsored by the Canadian Human Rights Commission in collaboration 
with this Department and the Department of External Affairs. In 
January, the Commission released its Special Report to Parliament 


containing the recommendations of the conference. 


In cooperation with other federal departments and provincial 


governments, the Division completed the following reports: 


Contribution of Canada to the United Nations Yearbook on Human 
Rights for the years 1975-76; 


Fourth biennial report on the Implementation of the Inter- 
national Convention on the Elimination of All Forms of Racial 


Discrimination; 


Report on Implementation of the Provisions of the Interna- 


tional Covenant on Human Rights. 


Financial Assistance for Court Challenges to Provincial 


Legislation Restricting Language Rights 


The Government authorized the provision of financial assis- 
tance to persons whose rights under section 93 or 133 of the BNA 
Act were alleged to be restricted by provincial legislation. Fol- 
lowing this decision in February 1978, the Department outlined 
procedures for dealing with such people in cooperation with the 
Department of Justice and processed the requests of eight 
claimants. 


Freedom of Information Legislation 
The Minister tabled the Green Paper on Freedom of Information 


in June 1977. In May 1978 the Minister referred it to the Standing 


Joint Committee on Regulations and other Statutory Instruments. 
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The Directorate analysed the social issues in ethnocultural 
activities and their impact on society. For example, it observed 
and studied the migration of non-English and non-French-Canadians 
from eastern Canada to prairie cities and the impact of their 
increasing visibility on intergroup/interethnic relations there. 
It also collaborated with the Canadian Council of Christians and 
Jews on strategies to combat racism and discrimination. 


Consultations were held by the Canadian Consultative Council 
on Multiculturalism with community organizations and groups of 
young people, to learn what was of importance to the groups and 
to stimulate interest and involvement in multiculturalism among 
young Canadians. 


Revised criteria for the multicultural assistance programs 
included individuals and publishing houses; new arrivals received 
attention through the Cultural Integration Program; operating costs 
of newly emerging organizations were provided by the Operational 
Support Program, and community organizations promoting cultural 
retention through the teaching of the heritage languages outside 
the formal school setting were assisted by the Cultural Enrichment 


Program. 


The Ethnic Press Analysis Service monitored opinion trends and 
major events within Canadian ethnocultural communities through the 
analysis of over 200 ethnic newspapers and periodicals in over 30 
languages. The information compiled is available upon request. 


The Directorate also supported a survey to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the ethnic press in fulfilling its role. 


On recommendation of the Canadian Ethnic Studies Advisory 
Committee, grants were awarded to five Canadian universities for 
visiting professorships. The Directorate also made grants to 12 
universities for guest lecturers in the field of Canadian ethnic 


studies. 
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Several grants were awarded for research in Canadian ethnic 
studies. For example, Laval University received a grant to study 
the Irish culture in the Quebec City area and a professor at St. 
Michael's College, Toronto, was awarded a grant to work on a 


bibliography of German Canadiana. 


A study was commissioned to examine the problems immigrant 
women encounter in integrating into Canadian society and the ways 


in which they may be helped. 


A study was completed on "Ethnicity, Language and the Cohesion 
of Canadian Society". It is to form the basis of Canada's contri- 
bution to the UNESCO European Joint Study on "Cultural Development 


in Countries Containing Different National and/or Ethnic Groups". 


A paper describing the role of the federal and provincial 
governments in preserving the cultures of immigrant and ethnocul- 
tural groups in Canada through the policy of multiculturalism was 
completed for presentation to the Intergovernmental Committee for 


European Migration at Geneva in May 1979. 


The Directorate completed the reorganization, begun in 1977- 
78, of activities which increase citizens' awareness of the broad 
dimensions of multiculturalism and its integration into the 
mainstream of Canadian society. Special attention was given to the 
development of multicultural educational resources, historical 
research and publication, creative literature, media relations and 


the performing arts. 


As Spart ofs the “Ethnic: History. ‘Projectsnistorilesssotustne 
Italians and South Asians were added to the 22 ethnocultural 
histories already commissioned. In addition a number of small 
seale studies were commissioned under a new series entitled 


"Immigrant Studies" focussing on smaller and newly-arrived groups. 


The Canadian Family Tree was revised and enlarged and will be 


published in the next fiscal year. 


De eS SS ee 
The Multicultural Educational Resources Development Program 


assisted publishers to produce supplementary learning materials on 
multicultural topics for use both within and outside the education 
System. Further, a major national survey was undertaken to deter- 
mine the availability of material and areas of need in this field. 


Support was given to Canadian authors of creative literature 
writing in the non-official languages or the official languages 
to convey a particular cultural perspective, and their works were 
promoted among the Canadian writing and publishing community and 
the general reading public. Works commissioned included a 
multicultural anthology of stories and poems for children aged 
8-12; a collection of Canadian folktales from many cultural groups; 
a series of studies to provide detailed information on the writers 
and on the literary activity of as many cultural groups as 
possible, as well as a list of publications funded over the last 
few years by the Multicultural Program. 


The Multicultural Program collaborated with the Canadian Folk 
Arts Council and the XI Commonwealth Games Foundation in a two-week 
Canadian Folk Arts Festival during the 1978 Commonwealth Games at 
Edmonton in August. The Program helped finance participation by 
performers from all regions of Canada. 


The Canadian Folk Arts Council was commissioned to present a 
multicultural show at the Canadian National Exhibition, Toronto, in 


August. 


The Program helped six multicultural theatre groups from 
across Canada to participate in the Fifth Annual Multicultural 
Theatre Festival at Halifax, in July 1978. 


The Program cooperated with the Canadian Folk Arts Council, 
the National Arts Centre and the National Theatre School of Canada, 
to develop and support the First National Folk Arts Production 


Seminar, "Focus 79". 
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An original multimedia collage of contemporary poetry, dance 
and music, was commissioned for presentation at the Third Annual 
Conference of the Canadian Consultative Council on 
Multiculturalism, at Ottawa. 


The Council discussed multiculturalism and _ bilingualism, 
listened to briefs from 11 umbrella organizations, and held youth 
and adult workshops. The Council recently formed committees to 
examine domestic human rights, international human rights, communi- 
cations, and the media. 


The Multicultural Program provided grants of some $4,485,634 
through five general financial assistance programs: Projects, 
Intercultural Communications, Cultural Enrichment, Group 


Development-Operations and Canadian Ethnic Studies. 


Native Citizens' Directorate 


The Core Funding Program supported 32 provincial/territorial 
and three national Native Peoples' organizations with financial and 
technical resources to help them formulate policies and programs to 
further their development. Grants totalling $9,488,000 helped 
defray operational costs, salaries, employee benefits, office and 
administrative expenses, meeting and conference expenses, profes- 
Sional services and staff training. The Program also funded 15 
Native association newspapers on a cost-sharing basis from a budget 
of $325,000. 


The Migrating Native Peoples' Program with a renewed five year 
mandate to 1983, made operating grants totalling approximately 
$4,400,000 to 67 Friendship Centres. A new Friendship Centre was 


opened in British Columbia. 


Capital funding grants of $800,000 were awarded to nine 
Friendship Centres to partly defray building purchase, construction 
and renovation costs. A training fund of $142,000 was established 


for the training of Boards of Directors and staff. 
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The National Association of Friendship Centres, which coordi- 


nates policies and programs nationally, received an operating grant 
of $202,277 to assist the Association in its efforts to work 
cooperatively with other federal departments and agencies, and with 


its own membership. 


The Program is currently developing a data base on Native 
migration to more closely identify trends and undertake program 


initiatives. 


The Native Women's Program provided grants totalling $300,000 


to Native women's groups. 


At the national level grants were given to the Native Women's 
Association of Canada, and for the executive and board meetings of 
Indian Rights for Indian Women. The latter organization undertook 
several activities directed to amending that section of the Indian 
Act which prescribes that an Indian woman forfeits her status and 
treaty rights upon marriage to a non-Indian or non-Status Indian. 


Under the Native Communications Program 11 communications 
Societies received grants totalling $1,741,000. In addition, the 
National Association of Friendship Centres received $25,000 ~to 
assist in the publication of its national magazine, "The Native 


Perspective", 


Native communications societies located throughout the 
country, produce radio and television programs, newspapers, film 
and video, library services, and point-to-point survival communica- 


tions through high frequency and single sideband radio systems. 


The Native Social and Cultural Development Program provided 
grants totalling $669,000 for projects initiated by Native 
citizens' groups for community and cultural development activities. 


A grant was made to the Institute of North American Indian 
Arts and Crafts for the translation of arts and crafts instruction 


films into eight Native languages. 
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Women's Program 


The Women's Program participated in the development of the 
National Plan of Action which documents the federal government's 


commitment to women from 1979 to 1985. 


The Program provided $74,000 to fund pilot projects dealing 
with participation of women in the economy and in the major insti- 
tutions on the country. Projects explored Training for Institu- 
tional Change, Women and the Labour Movement, and Labrador Women 


and the Economy. 


Program publications included a quarterly Resource Bulletin on 
activities, resources, events, etc. of women's groups across Canada 
and information packages on Women and Work, and Transition Houses 


for Women. 


During the fiscal year, a total of $600,000 was distributed in 
grants to women's groups - an increase of $100,000 over 1977-78. 


At the national level, the Program disbursed $208,500 to 
strengthen national communication networks through women's groups 
such as The National Action Committee on the Status of Women, an 
umbrella organization of some 130 Canadian women's groups, The 
Women's Research Centre of Vancouver, a research and resource 
centre for women's groups, and Feminist Publications of Ottawa, a 


national newsmagazine publisher. 


At the regional level the Program allocated $331, ,500P% to 


women's groups for projects such as: 


the development of women's resource centres in several 
regional libraries in Nova Scotia; 

the examination of the economic, social and political 
implications for those women who assist their husbands in 


small unincorporated businesses in Quebec; 
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the organization of a provincial consultation to develop 


Ontario-wide input into the constitution for a National 
Association of Sexual Assault Centres; 


the establishment of a women's centre in Dawson Creek, B.C.; 


and in Alberta, a focus on women in the political process and 
to reach out to non-urban women and relate their concerns to 


status of women issues. 
Pacific Region 


During the summer 315 students worked on 100 projects funded 
by the Student Community Service Program. A grant from the 
Official Language Minority Groups Program assisted la Fédération 
des Franco-Colombiens in familiarizing parents throughout the 
province with the provincial government's new French instruction 


program. 


The Department aided several groups which, in both official 
languages, took part in concerts, plays and folkloric dancing and 
Singing in a tribute to Canada's cultural heritage, at Vancouver's 
Heritage Festival in June. Franco-Colombiens celebrated their 
traditions and contributions to British Columbia during their 


Francoféte in June at Maillardville. 


A Native coordinator was hired under the Native Social and 
Cultural Development Program as part of the "Aboriginal Studies 
Program" at Terrace, B.C. The coordinator under the auspices of 
Northwest Community College focussed on college courses emphasizing 


skill development and leadership training. 


The Vancouver School Board and the Department cofunded a 
cultural enrichment program undertaken by the Native Indian Youth 
Advisory Committee in East Vancouver public schools. Urban Native 
youths, aged 7 to 14, were taught Native history, art and folklore, 


and assisted in reading, writing and speaking. 
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In October, departmental field staff aided the Kelowna Multi- 
cultural Society which was host to the conference "Multiculturalism 
in Education". The event was seen as a breakthrough in the area of 
multiculturalism in education, as the provincial government was 
officially represented and actively involved. The Province, as a 
result, plans to develop a provincial policy on multiculturalism in 
1979-80. 


During the fall field officers of the Women's Program met 
representatives from each women's group within their districts. 
The women's groups identified priorities, assisting the field 
officers to focus on current problems engaging the attention of the 


women's movement, particularly violence against women and children. 


The courts in Vancouver and Surrey, store front offices and 
mobile services throughout the Lower Mainland and the subcourts in 
Victoria, Kelowna and Prince George continued to provide citizen- 
ship services throughout the Region, with the four Citizenship 
Judges conducting hearings and presentations on a regular basis at 
15 centres throughout the province. 


Pacific Region representatives and provincial officers dis- 
cussed improving the availability and quality of citizenship and 
language classes for immigrants, by increased liaison with and 
support for voluntary service organizations which provide citizen- 
ship training throughout the province. New Canadians took their 
Oath of Allegiance at citizenship ceremonies during Canada/ 
Citizenship Week in Port Alberni, New Westminster, Vernon, Kelowna, 


Prince George, Vancouver and Victoria. 


In 1978, the second year of the new citizenship act, the 
number of citizenship hearings increased to 22,784 from 15,762 in 
the previous year. Citizenship presentations rose to 23,674 from 
13,294 in 1977. 
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Prairie Region 


With its responsibility for serving a widely distributed and 
diverse population, the Prairie Region had a challenging year. 
Four hundred and eighty three grants were provided to community 
groups with the major activity spread over three programs - Offi- 
cial Language Minority Groups, Multicultural, and Native Citizens. 
The major preoccupations have been with urban Native problems, 
social tensions and intergroup understanding, and majority/minority 


attitudes as reflected by the two official language groups. 


Parts of the Region, especially the Northwest Territories and 
northern areas of the provinces, were served primarily on a demand 
basis. The Region concentrated its activities on consulting with 
all the groups and agencies relating to Native People to determine 
areas of responsibility and overlap. The involvement of the non- 
native community with the Friendship Centres was encouraged and the 
role of the latter was clarified. The Department maintained its 
interest and involvement in the northern communications network 
which responded to the communications needs of Native Peoples and 


remote communities. 


Under the Official Languages sector, 126 groups were supported 
for community and cultural activities. There was an increased 
demand to develop francophone youth activities. As a result the 
Region intensified its relationships with provincial youth 
associations and organizations directed at establishing a strong 
foundation for the future development of a dynamic and active youth 


component within the francophone community. 


Another developing trend has been the formation of projects 
designed to promote closer relationships between the anglophone and 
francophone groups. A major activity in this area was the use of 
francophone community outreach workers to develop inter-cultural 
awareness activities. This has involved close collaboration 
between major francophone organizations and organizations such as 
the Canadian Council of Christians and Jews which initiated, in 
Alberta, the first project of this type. 
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Under the Multicultural Program, 79 activities were funded. 
Educational projects and activities focussing on race relations and 
cross-cultural awareness had high priority and were extensively 
promoted. In addition, four community councils, designed to 
promote intergroup understanding and to develop coordinated 
programs between the numerous ethnic groups within the region were 
supported under the Inter-Cultural Communications Program. This 
year, emphasis was shifted from support for performing arts 
activities to greater concentration on projects leading to an 
improved understanding between cultural groups’ directed at 


alleviating social tensions. 


In the area of heritage languages, there has been a signifi- 
cant increase in the number of classes supported under the Cultural 
Enrichment Program with 168 schools being supported this year. The 
development of provincial government support for activities in this 
area has increased and there has been close consultation with our 
Department on the inclusion of a heritage language component within 
the Manitoba provincial education system similar to the Government 


of Alberta's program. 


The region identified social tensions and intergroup relations 
as a priority this year and supported several activities which 
concentrated on these areas of concern. Two major undertaking 
highlighted these issues, firstly, the Regina Native Race Relations 
project which supported the creation of an organization designed to 
develop community-based programs focussing on racial tensions and 
discriminatory practices as they relate to Native People in the 
area; and secondly, a major educational conference focussing on 
cultural awareness from a multicultural and a Native perspective 
and designed to develop intervention strategies at the community 
level which was organized by the Canadian Council of Christians and 


Jews in Manitoba. 
Activities under the Native Citizens Program were varied and 


project funding was provided to 37 groups. The urban native situa- 


tion and the role of Native youth emerged as specific areas 
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requiring specialized support. With the introduction of the new 


Migrating Native Peoples Program, activity within the region has 
intensified. Thirty Friendship Centres received funding this year 
and capital grants were processed for new friendship centre facil- 
ities in Peace River, Brandon and Saskatoon. 


The Women's Program took a new direction this year and provi- 
ded limited sustaining grants to a major provincial association in 
each province. This action was designed to aid the consolidation 
of the membership to strengthen the organizations and to increase 
their impact on the political and social institutions related to 
women's rights issues. Several noteworthy political action 
workshops were supported as well as workshops designed to activate 


grass roots women's organizations such as Women in Trades. 


Activities under the Group Understanding and Human Rights and 
the Assistance to Community Groups programs were restricted because 
of reduced budgets, however, increased social development activity 
assisted the emergence of several new organizations such as the 
Manitoba Association of Rights and Liberties which is a community- 
based human rights organization designed to undertake research and 
educational projects. 


In 1978-79, 19,433 grants of Canadian citizenship were made 
and 7,418 certificates of proof of Canadian citizenship were 
issued. In addition, an interesting experimental program was 
undertaken by the Manitoba Citizenship Court and the Manitoba 
Development Office which examined the different methods of 
cooperation and service to the public which could be developed 
between the Citizenship Court and the Development Office. 


Ontario Region 
Area Directors, in accord with Treasury Board's recommended 
organizational structure, are now in place, in the Region's three 


areas, North, South and East with offices in Sudbury, Hamilton and 


Toronto. 
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L'Association Canadienne-Frangaise de l'Ontario, with a grant 
of $50,000 from the Official Language Minority Groups, launched a 
publicity campaign and set up a speakers' bureau to raise the 
consciousness of Anglo-Ontarians to the needs of Franco- 


Ontarians. 


In the past year, with support from the Region, Wa Wa Ta, a 
Native Communications Society serving some 35 isolated communities 
in Northern Ontario, assisted in developing 12 local radio 


transmitting stations. 


The Region also funded the Ontario Native Womens' Association 
which has become a strong political voice for Native women. 
Younger Native children received support from the Region for their 
Li'l Beaver Program. Friendship Centres were granted $27,000 by 
the Region on training projects for their Boards of Directors, 
Executive Directors and staff. The Ontario Federation of 
Friendship Centres used part of the funds to hold two provincial 
workshops. 


As a result of the Region's Kenora project, which set out in 
1977 to improve communications and relationships between Natives 
and the larger community, a Native community in the Kenora area now 
meets with municipal officials to plan solutions. The private 


sector has begun employing Native People on a regular basis. 


During the year departmental officers sought solutions to the 
socioeconomic problems of the Moosonee/Moose Factory area. To 
solve some of the social problems, regional staff with the aid of 
consultants and the Ontario Department of Northern Affairs laid the 
groundwork for increased Native employment. Regional staff learned 
that. “these viactivities resulted’ in ta’ 17 “per ‘cent. increase in 
tourism, and an improvement in social attitudes toward Native 
Peoples. A resident of the community has been contracted by the 
Department to work with the local citizens in solving their 


socioeconomic problems. 
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The Planning Committee - Third Annual Human Rights and Civil 
Liberties Institute 1979 was granted $14,735 from the Multicultu- 
ralism Program for a series of projects, "The Schools: New 
Strategies against Prejudice and Racism". The planners aim during 
the International Year of the Child to develop effective methods of 
promoting better intergroup relations within the schools. 


The Labour Council of Metropolitan Toronto received $10,000 
for its cultural integration project. The project leaders guided 
the unemployed of various language groups in participating within 
their communities on unemployment-related issues, and developed an 


interagency network for sharing expertise and information. 


In support of the International Year of the Child, the Region 
stimulated organizations, institutions and agencies to "review the 
quality of childhood" so that children will realize their identity 
and worth. 


Regional officers realigned some of their activities to mesh 
with those of the Canadian Human Rights Commission. Also groups 
working within the Region's programs held workshops and network 
meetings with one another in order to share resources, skills and 
information. This was in line with the Department's increased 
emphasis in its social development programs during 1978-79 on 
linking organizations with similar aims and helping them to form a 


network of resources. 


The Hostels Program of the Ontario Hostelling Association, 
which received $114,300 from the Department for the year, saw a 
trend toward greater usage, a tourist-oriented clientéle and 


permanent year-round hostel sites. 


More people receive citizenship in Ontario than in other 
provinces or territories; the Region maintains 20 application 
centres in the province. Citizenship Judges make regular circuits 
to areas which have no access to departmental offices, and mobile 


units operate in Hamilton and Toronto. 
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In 1978, Citizenship Judges granted citizenship to 79,941 
people and 16,355 people received proofs of citizenship in the 


Region. 


Quebec Region 


The two principal events in the Official Language Minority 
Groups Program were, first, the grouping of about 30 associations 
to form the Council of Quebec Minorities and, secondly, the group- 
ing into an association of the 15 anglophone newspapers in the 
regions outside Montreal. The object of the former is to promote 
the development of non-francophone minorities in a francophone 
society, and of the latter to ensure support and service for 
isolated communities. 


In the Native Citizens' Program, grants were awarded to la 
Confédération des Indiens du Québec, to l'Alliance laurentienne des 
Métis et Indiens sans statut, to l'Association des Inuit du Nord 
québécois as well as to two communications societies among the 
Inuit: Taqramiut Nipingat Inc., serving those living in northern 
Quebec, and Nunatsiakmiut serving Baffin Island. The Region also 
provided funding to 1'Association des femmes autochtones to 


organize its annual meeting. 


Three Indian communities on the lower north shore received a 
grant from the Department of the Secretary of State and the Quebec 
Department of Communications for a project linking settlements by 
community radio. The Region awarded grants to le Conseil 
Attikamek-Montagnais for preparing a general outline of the infor- 
mation needs of the Attikameks of the Upper Maurice and of the 
different Montagnais bands; to l'Alliance Laurentienne des Métis et 
Indiens sans Statut, to organize workshops and leadership training 
sessions; and to la Bande Indienne des Naskapis de Shefferville for 
two of its members to participate in an exhibition of Naskapi 


crafts at Frankfurt, Germany. 
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As in previous years, the region provided funding to the 
Native Friendship Centres at Montreal, La Tuque, Val d'Or and 
Chibougamau for the maintenance and development of their acti- 
vities. 


The Multiculturalism Program assisted 134 projects such as the 
cultural development of an ethnic community, the improvement of 
relations between different ethnic communities, increased 


participation in Canadian life, and heritage language learning. 


Studies of ethnic communities (Indo-Chinese, Haitian, Latin- 
American, Portuguese, Greek and Arab) undertaken in 1977-78 were 
completed. 


In the Quebec Region more than 14,000 persons asked for proof 
of citizenship certificates, and Canadian citizenship was granted 
to 24,896 persons. To cope with the increase in hearings, four 
additional judges were named. The Region continued to hold a 
certain number of hearings outside the larger centres, notably in 
Sherbrooke, Drummondville and Baie-Comeau. 


Atlantic Region 


In the four provinces of the Atlantic Region, the Department 
Supported more than 340 community projects, worth $3,900,000, 
designed to assist people to improve the quality of their lives as 
Canadians. 


Voluntary groups in the Region, encouraged and assisted by the 
Department's leadership, administrative grants and _ personnel 
resource assistance aided, among others, the physically 
handicapped, the deaf, the blind, and the aging. The Department 
involved professional journalists in assisting blind people to 
produce Touchstone, the only national newspaper produced in the 
Halifax area. In Charlottetown, with financial support from the 


Prince Edward Island office, dozens of voluntary organizations 
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cooperated in a weekly TV program and a monthly newsletter. A 
voluntary group in New Brunswick, assisted by the local office, 
succeeded in having the city of Fredericton and law students at the 
University of New Brunswick provide shelter and free legal counsel 


to abused women. 


The French club of Charlottetown, le Centre Culturel Port La 
Joie, assisted by a departmental grant, now has a physical centre 
and two part-time organizers, and sponsors community social 
activities. La Société Saint-Thomas d'Aquin, with increased 
Support from the Department, stepped up its research into educa- 
tional needs, and held leadership camps for its young people in 
Prince Edward Island. With funds from the New Brunswick office, 
Identica Inc. has made more than 200 anglophone and francophone 
youths, and their parents, aware of the others' linguistic and 
cultural heritage by having them meet at summer camps. The French 
clubs in the Saint John and Fredericton areas conducted projects, 
funded by the New Brunswick office, for improving the quality of 
their language. With financial support from the Department, Le 
Centre Communautaire Ste-Anne in Fredericton opened in June 1978 to 
serve the cultural life of the francophone community. In Nova 
Seotia the Canadian Council of Christians and Jews initiated its 
"Acadian Awareness" project with grants under the francophone- 
anglophone relations program. In May 1978, at the University of 
Moncton the Department participated in the organization of the 
First International Acadian Conference, funded it and followed its 


discussions. 


The Nova Scotia office worked with Native women to help them 
to inform themselves of their rights under the Indian Act and to 
undertake projects which teach them how to make decisions in their 
communities. In Stephenville, the Newfoundland office funded the 
Newfoundland and Labrador Association for Adult Education for a 
conference on the relationship between illiteracy and a person's 
right to participate effectively in a free society. The. «Px Beds. 
Civil Liberties Association with a grant from the Department 
produced three audio-visual teaching aids on human rights. Last 
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January in Fredericton, 32 delegates participated in a five-day 
workshop, partly sponsored by the New Brunswick office, on anti- 
discrimination. Three Native students under the supervision of two 
professors from the University of New Brunswick and with a grant 
from the Department are excavating Native sites over 2,000 years 
old at Augustin and Oxbow, New Brunswick, in the Red Bank region. 


The Nova Scotia office gave a grant to the Micmac Friendship 
Centre in Halifax to publish a community newsletter for staff 
training, for cultural activities and for operating expenses. 
Northern Labrador Inuit, funded by the Newfoundland office, 
travelled to Inukjuak, Quebec, to discuss issues resulting from the 
James Bay development and large oil, gas and uranium developments 
in Labrador; videotapes of the meetings are being used as training 
aids in Inuit communities. With assistance from the Prince Edward 
Island office, 10 children from the Lennox Island Band Micmac 


Dancers performed at the Commonwealth Games in Edmonton. 


The Nova Scotia office assisted in the development of black 
cultural awareness among black communities, in the formation of a 
Provincial Black Youth Organization, and the production by blacks 
of curriculum materials about Nova Scotia blacks for future use in 
Nova Scotia schools. A project, funded by the New Brunswick of- 
fice, analyzed the impact of education on black persons and worked 
on community strategies to improve their quality of life. In May 
the Newfoundland office convened the first Multicultural Conference 
in Newfoundland at which representatives of all ethnic groups dis- 
cussed the possibility of a province-wide multicultural associa- 
tion. The Nova Scotia Office also initiated the formation of a 
tri-level (federal, provincial, and community) coordinating 


committee for multiculturalism programming in Nova Scotia. 


The Women's Program in the Nova Scotia office funded the de- 
velopment of kits for personal growth, communications in organi- 
zations and political awareness and making them available to borro- 
wers at Nova Scotia's regional public libraries. The Newfoundland 
office funded a conference on the status of women in the teaching 
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profession and on the changing role of women and its implications 
in the classroom. Following a workshop funded by the Prince Edward 
Island office, a group of Acadian women are planning a women's 
association. At Conference '78, partly funded by the New Brunswick 
office, 500 women in May 1978 resolved to create committees for 
political awareness. Five committees for political action are now 
functional. 


In the Region, 1,352 adults and 502 minors were granted citi- 


zenship, and 905 persons acquired certificates of proof of 
citizenship. 
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Sector of the Senior Assistant Under Secretary of State 


Citizenship Registration Branch 


Citizenship court judges granted citizenship to 223,214 
people, approximately twice the 1977 figure. Many of the latter 
had applied following the passing of the new Citizenship Act in 
1977. 


Thirty-one citizenship courts, sub-courts and offices, and 34 
citizenship judges, now care for applicants for citizenship. The 
Department opened an office providing citizenship services for 
applicants in Prince Edward Island. A National Coordinator of 
Citizenship Judges and three regional coordinators were appointed 
during the year. 


Citizenship Week, previously held in May, was combined with 
the festivities surrounding Canada's birthday which climaxed with 
the televised citizenship ceremony which took place at the end of 
the variety performance on Parliament Hill on July 1. Thirteen new 
Canadians representing various countries of origin took the Oath of 
Citizenship on this occasion. 


The Branch cooperated with the Rotary Club of Ottawa in the 
annual "Adventures in Citizenship" Program; some 260 young 
Canadians from across Canada received their proof of citizenship 
certificates in a ceremony at the Parliament Buildings. Other 
young Canadians, during the 4-H Clubs' annual Citizenship Program, 
were Similarly presented with their certificates. 


Citizenship Registration continued to administer the Federal- 
Provincial Citizenship and Language Instruction Agreements and the 
Language Textbook Agreements. The Branch reimbursed participating 
provinces and territories one-half of the teaching costs and up to 
100 per cent of the cost of textbooks used in adult language 
classes, for a approximately $2,800,000. The Branch and the 
Multiculturalism Directorate cosponsored "Impact", a Summer Job 


Corps project in which 90 students in 16 communities investigated 
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the practices, attitudes and interest in acquiring citizenship of 
ethnic groups and measured the impact of Canada's new Citizenship 
Act upon them. 


Planning Systems and Services Branch 

During the year the Planning Systems and Services Branch 
coordinated the move of the Department from several buildings in 
Ottawa to one new headquarters in Les Terrasses de la Chaudiére in 


Hull, Quebec. 


The Branch replied to 89 requests for information under the 
Human Rights Act Part IV, Protection of Privacy. 


The Branch conducted other major planning and system studies 
dealing with: 


the administrative, personnel and financial activities in 
the five regions 


the organizational structure of Citizenship Registration 
headquarters 


- forms management and office equipment in the Department 
Some procedures of the Translation Bureau such as the word 
counting system, the scheduling of work flow, and equipment used 


for assisted translation 


. the further development of the Terminology Data Bank of the 


Translation Bureau 


the standardization of the Need Assessment Reporting 
subsystem of the Canada Student Loans Program. 
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Personnel Branch 


The Staff Relations Division introduced an employee assistance 
service and participated closely in negotiations with the 


translation group for a new collective agreement. 


A departmental plan on the language requirements of all 
reidentified positions was prepared and made available for public 
scrutiny in November 1978. 


Following the setting up of advisory groups on staff training 
and development, 61 per cent of the Department's employees took 
courses, 52 per cent of these within the Department. 


The Action Plan for Equal Opportunities for Women contained 
six activities, to ensure equal treatment for men and women in the 
selection process, to make responsible positions accessible to 
support staff, to open up management positions to women with 
potential, to increase representation of women in categories and 
levels where they are disproportionately under-represented, and to 
have women engage in training and development programs, and in the 
preparation of a future plan of action for equality of access for 


women. 


Under the Participation of Native Peoples' Program, the 
Department now has 19 Native employees, of whom 11 are in regional 


offices and eight at headquarters. 


Finance Branch 


The Finance Branch created an ongoing series of training and 


development courses for administrators. 


The Branch extended its service by appointing financial 
officers in the regions as advisers and analysts to organizations 
receiving grants or contributions from the Department, and by 


decentralizing part of its cheque distribution operations. 
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By changing grants to contributions, the Branch exercised a 
better control of funds awarded by the Department to organizations, 
and continued to look closely at the financial status of the 
Department by means of regular reviews in the Senior Management 
Committee. 


Education Support Branch 


The Education Support Branch continued to administer two 
programs of post-secondary education fiscal transfers, and the 
Canada Student Loans Program. 


Under the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program, the 
Secretary of State makes payments to provincial and territorial 
governments in amounts allocated by the Minister of Finance. This 
program is one of three established programs authorized in Part VI 
of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Established 
Program Financing Act, 1977. The other two programs relate to 
medicare and hospital insurance. Federal contributions under these 
programs take the form of a tax transfer - a reduction of federal 
taxes to allow an equivalent increase of provincial taxes - and 
cash payments. 


Table 2 shows a preliminary calculation of provincial entitle- 
ments under the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program for 
fiscal year 1978-79. 


The Post-Secondary Education Adjustment Payments Program, 
involved processing of final provincial returns of operating expen- 
ditures submitted under Part VI of the Federal- Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements Act, 1972. Under this financing program, which ended 
on March 31, 1977, the initial payments for each year took the form 
of advances based on interim returns, pending final determination 
of provincial entitlements on the basis of final returns. Examina- 
tion of final returns during the year resulted in net payments of 
$57,523,887, comprised of Supplementary payments to the provinces 
of $67,800,000 and recoveries from the provinces of Sur 2765atsn 
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In response to the Report of the Commission on Canadian 
Studies, To Know Ourselves (Symons Report), published by the Asso- 
ciation of Universities and Colleges of Canada in 1975, the Depart- 
ment began a three-year program of financial support for Canadian 
studies to three national organizations - the Canada Studies 
Foundation, the Association of Canadian Community Colleges and the 


Association of Canadian Studies. 


For these organizations the Department's funding was set at 
totals of $655,000 in 1978-79, $575,000 in 1979-80, and $365,000 in 
1980-81. Through these grants, the Department aims to help 
Canadians know one another better and to further the development of 


Canadian identity. 


The Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Established 
Programs Financing Act, 1977, defined in Section 24(3) the follo- 
Wing duties of the Secretary of State: "The Secretary of State 
shall, as an essential and continuing indication of the interests 
of the Government of Canada expressed by the funding arrangements 
in respect of the post-secondary education financing program provi- 
ded under this Part, consult with the governments of the provinces 
with regard to the relationship between the programs and activities 
of the Government of Canada and of the governments of the provinces 
that relate to post-secondary education". Details of the renego- 
tiations between the principals during the fiscal year are to be 
seen under the Language Programs Branch. 


In Parliament, the Secretary of State tables a separate annual 
report on the Canada Student Loans Program. 


The Branch conducted an evaluation of the Canada Student Loans 


Program, and began a policy review of alternative student assis- 


tance programs. 
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Bill C-39, designed to bring loan limits into line with 
current educational costs and to broaden eligibility requirements, 
was given first reading in the House of Commons on February 8, 
1979. 


The Branch also continued its analytical, liaison and research 
work for the Secretary of State, who is responsible for the 
coordinated development, formulation, implementation and review of 
federal education policies and programs in both Canadian and 
international contexts. 


Some examples of such activities during the year included the 
involvement of Branch staff in negotiations that led to the January 
1979 creation of Federal-Provincial Steering Committee for 
Educational Cooperation with the People's Republic of China; in 
briefing delegations from Belgium and Japan on federal programs 
related to education; and in meetings of such international 
organizations as OECD and UNESCO. Two publications were issued: 
Degree-Holders in Canada, a report on the Highly Qualified Manpower 
Survey originally conducted in 1973 by Statistics Canada, and a 
reprint of the brochure Guide to Government of Canada Programs of 
Financial Aid for Canadian Post-Secondary Students.

Festival Canada 


Canada Week was the name of our national birthday celebrations 
which began Sunday June 25 and ended on Saturday July 1. Its theme 


was "Canada it's you and me", 


Festival Canada supported the work of the Council for Canadian 
Unity and the Canadian Folk Arts Council, through which volunteers 
organized events in large and small communities right across the 
country. Organizers estimated that over 2,000,000 Canadians 


participated. 
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Nine talent teams of popular performing artists and nine 
well-known Canadian personalities and their families, both French 
and English, entertained and mixed with their audiences at free 


concerts in Canadian communities during Canada Week. 


In the sports events, Canadians cycled in the "Tour Cycliste 
de la Semaine du Canada" which took place in Quebec. Finalists in 
the National Skateboard Championship competed in Ottawa. Grants 
were given to the provincial and territorial sports organizations 


for arranging varied programs of events and competitions. 


The Department of the Secretary of State moved Citizenship 
Week (normally the third week of May) to coincide with Canada 
Week. Applicants became Canadians at 38 citizenship ceremonies 


held in 35 communities throughout Canada. 


Celebrations in the National Capital Region included an 
evening show on Parliament Hill featuring top Canadian performers, 
which was televised across the nation. 


Canadian Unity Information Office 


The Canadian Unity Information Office produced two series of 
publications: Notes on Canadian Federalism - on the Canadian 
federal system; Did you know that - on facts about Canada and on 
the programs and services offered by the Government of Canada for 
Canadians. 


As of December 1, 1978, the Minister of Justice became 


responsible for CUIO programs and on April 1, 1979, the Office 


became administratively part of the Justice Department. 
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Translation Bureau 


The Translation Bureau translated some 254 million words and 
supplied 12,742 interpreter days, as compared with 251 million 
words and 11,063 interpreter days the previous year. It continued 
to develop its terminology bank which now contains more than a 
million and a half words and expressions and is part of the 


international terminology network, Infoterm. 


The Bureau translated 165,000 documents in various languages, 


an average production rate of 700 documents a day. 


The Parliamentary Interpretation Service celebrated its 
twentieth anniversary in the fall of 1978. The Service, which 


began with seven interpreters, employs 12 today. 


Interpretation services were provided at international 
conferences such as the one held in Honolulu’ on_ the 
France-Canada-Hawaii telescope project. The Bureau prepared 
documents to be used by numerous Canadian missions in foreign 
countries, notably for a mission selling a CANDU reactor in 
Romania. The Bureau also organized an interpretation service at 
many conferences held in Canada; for example, a world conference on 
bread held in Winnipeg required about 40 interpreters in German, 


English, French and Russian. 


During the year the Bureau launched a five-year plan with a 
new administrative structure, grouping teams directly servicing the 
departments and agencies of the federal government on the one hand 
and central and specialized services on the other. The 
reorganization was aimed at giving first priority to client 


relations. 


Similar adjustments were made in several other’ sectors 
(parliamentary services, terminology and support services) so that 
growth and rotation of manpower was held to a small increase of 18 
persons (1,890 to 1,908) over the year. 
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The Bureau evaluated its professional norms and established a 
program to improve the professional skills of its staff transla- 
cons’. In linguistics, it launched a large operation to evaluate 
the quality of the texts which it produces. 


The Translation Bureau continued to upgrade the working equip- 
ment of its translators and interpreters. Its teams of terminol- 
ogists, with the collaboration of other language professionals, 
have increased the rate at which data is loaded into the computer- 


ized terminology bank. 


In cooperation with the departments and agencies concerned, 
further work was done on verification and standardization of 


vocabulary in about 10 subject areas. 


Numerous data were added to the terminology bank. The trans- 
lators and interpreters were given greater access to the bank 
through the increased number of terminals, more than 60 of which 
were established across the country. The terminology information 
services, which also serves the whole of the federal government, 


was expanded. 


Considerable progress was made in the development of automatic 
translation. The system which applied to the translation of 
weather forecast reports was substantially refined, rendering it 
more efficient. In cooperation with the University of Montreal, a 
more complex computerized translation system was put into opera- 
tion, on an experimental basis, in March 1979. The system will be 
refined for its application to the French translation of some 
maintenance manuals of Aurora, the new military aircraft to be 


delivered to the Canadian Forces in 1980. 
The reorganization and the computerization of the documenta- 


tion service connected to large national and international library 


networks, has further facilitated professional research. 
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The Bureau's research activities have led to closer relations 
with professional organizations and universities within the country 
and abroad. Seven Canadian French and English universities have 
participated during the year in the Bureau's scholarship program 
for students in translation. Development of Canada's terminology 
bank attracted the attention of several countries on both sides of 
the Atlantic, including Eastern Europe, and of various interna- 
tional organizations including the United Nations. Programs for 
exchanging information and documentation have been entered into 
with several countries, including West Germany, Belgium, France and 
Mexico. Nine Canadian translators participated in exchanges with 
personnel in England, France and West Germany.

Cultural Affairs Sector 
Operations and 
State Protocol Directorate 


The State Protocol, Hospitality and Conferences Division 
helped to organize the visit of Her Majesty The Queen to the XI 
Commonwealth Games in Edmonton and to Newfoundland and Saskatchewan 
July 26 - August 6, 1978; the visit of His Royal Highness The Duke 
of Edinburgh to British Columbia to celebrate the 200th anniversary 
of Captain Cook's trip to the West Coast, and the participation of 
Their Royal Highnesses The Prince Andrew and The Prince Edward in 
the above visits. 


Arrangements were made for the visits to Canada in 1979 of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth The Queen Mother, His Royal Highness The 
Prince of Wales and His Royal Highness The Duke of Kent. 


The Division organized the departure ceremony for the Governor 
General and Madame Léger and the Installation of The Right Honour- 
able Edward Schreyer, and participated in the installation of the 
Honourable Jean-Pierre Coté, Lieutenant-Governor of Quebec, the 
Honourable Henry Bell-Irving, Lieutenant-Governor of British Colum- 
bia and the Honourable John Elvin Shaffner, Lieutenant-Governor of 
Nova Scotia. 


In cooperation with the Communications Branch, the Division 
published the booklet, "The Arms, Flags and Emblems of Canada" in 
June 1978. It also revised and published "Precedence of Canadian 
Dignitaries and Officials". 


It assisted the Assistant Under Secretary of State for Citi- 
zenship and Official Languages in arranging the Commonwealth Youth 


Affairs Council Meeting April 3 - 7 in Ottawa. 


The Division processed 13,000 requests for messages from His 
Excellency the Governor General and the Prime Minister on the 
occasion of birthdays and wedding anniversaries. On behalf of Her 
Majesty The Queen, the Division sent congratulatory messages to 
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2,400 couples celebrating their 60th (or more) wedding anniversa- 
ries and to 637 Canadians aged 100 years or over. 


The Film Festivals Bureau ensured Canadians participation in 
127 film festivals during 1978-79. At these festivals, Canadian 
producers had 872 films screened and won 97 awards. 


The Bureau organized two of the eight Canadian film weeks 
abroad, and was a participant in the other six weeks. For these 
weeks, the Bureau furnished 39 prints of Canadian films. 


At the Cannes Film Festival - the Bureau's major operation - 
the Bureau set up marketing and press offices to promote Canadian 


films. 


The Bureau cooperated with Syracuse University in preparing a 


course on Canadian film. 


During the first full year of the Movable Cultural Property 
Secretariat's operation 118 applications for export permits were 


processed. 


The Program awarded 26 grants totalling $1,153,200 to 
designated institutions such as museums for the patriation or 
repatriation to Canada of cultural property related to the national 


heritage. 


Four appeals for export permits were heard by the Canadian 
Cultural Property Export Review Board - three were allowed. 


Donors of cultural objects had 192 applications for certifica- 
tion of cultural property for tax purposes approved by the Board. 
As a result $7.7 million worth of cultural property was donated to 


designated Canadian institutions such as the National Gallery. 


Arts and Culture Secretariat 


The Secretariat concerned itself with broadcasting and 


communications issues, including the government's position on 
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communications at the federal-provincial constitutional conference 
in November, Bill C-16 (the proposed legislation on communications 
in Canada), and satellite program packages for remote and 
inadequately served areas of Canada. 


The Secretariat, liaising with the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, attended the Canadian Radio-Television 
Telecommunications Commission licence renewal hearing for the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, and participated in 
interdepartmental committees discussing UHF spectrum questions of 
interest to the CBC, and the CBC's proposed TV-2 service and radio 
frequency allocation plans. 


To better co-ordinate cultural objectives with postal rates, 
the Postmaster General transferred to the Secretary of State on 
November 20, 1978, responsibility for recommending revisions to the 
rates and classifications of books, newspapers, periodicals, 
records and educational films. These rates and classifications are 
now being reviewed to ensure their effectiveness in encouraging the 
distribution of cultural matters in Canada and in assisting the 
Development of the Canadian book, periodical and newspaper 
industries. 


On March 6, 1979, the Secretary of State announced a 
three-year, $20 million Canadian Book Publishing program to 
stimulate the Canadian-controlled sector of the book publishing 
industry, by providing support for non-recurring prepublication 
costs in developing books by Canadian authors, to encourage 
publishers to produce Canadian textbooks and learning materials for 
the educational market, and to market and distribute them 


nationally and internationally. 


The Secretary of State announced, on April 11, 1978, to the 
Standing Committee on Broadcasting, Film and Assistance to the 
Arts, a number of policy measures to support the feature film and 
non=-theatrical film industries in Canada, including revision of the 
tendering and contracting procedures, pricing, and contracting out 
to the private sector 50 per cent of the first $4 million (in 
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constant 1977 dollars) of films sponsored by government departments 
or agencies, plus 75 per cent of the value of sponsored film 


production in excess of $4 million. 


To aid Canadian filmmakers in achieving an international 
commercial standard and an international reputation for excellence, 
the Secretary of State approved three production applications under 
the Canada-France coproduction agreement and two under’ the 
Canada-United Kingdom agreement. The Government of Canada also 
entered into film coproduction agreements with West Germany and 
Israel. 


Twenty-seven feature films and 600 short films and videotapes 
were certified as Canadian by the Canadian Film Certification 
Office and thus were eligible for a 100 per cent capital cost 
allowance under the Income Tax Regulations. Since the Capital Cost 
Allowance Program began in November 1974 the Office has certified 
113 feature productions and 1,228 short films and videotapes. 


The Department assisted the Public Archives with certain 
acquisitions such as the Lawrence Lande collection of some 445 
documents on early Canadian history. In cooperation with the 
Public Archives, the Secretary of State established a National Film 
Archives Advisory Committee composed of representatives from film 
producers and distributors! associations, special interest groups 


and cultural agencies. 


The Secretary of State approved $9,412,400 in grants to 
Canadian museums and related institutions across the country on the 
recommendation of the Board of Trustees of the National Museums of 
Canada 


The Secretariat continued to participate in the Federal 
Advisory and Coordinating Committee on Heritage Conservation. 
Cochaired by the Departments of the Secretary of State and Indian 
and Northern Affairs, this interdepartmental committee is 
responsible for developing a comprehensive program of conservation 
of Canada's architectural and historic built heritage. 
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The Department designed the Capital Grants for the Performing 
Arts Program to help establish and maintain a national grid sof, 
performing arts facilities in order to reduce regional disparities 
in their quality and accessibility to Canadians. The Program 
during 1978-79, awarded capital grants to professional performing 
arts companies to construct or purchase new facilities or capital 
equipment (Table 3). 


Though there is no on-going program of sustaining grants to 
cultural and artistic organizations the Grants and Contributions 
Division awarded support grants to several national service 
organizations (Table 4).

Research and Statistics Directorate 


The Research and Statistics Directorate continued to cooperate 
with Statistics Canada in developing a joint national Cultural 
Statistics Program. It designed questionnaires for disseminators 
of culture such as the record industry. Statistics Canada collects 
and analyses such data. 


Five research reports were published by the Directorate: 
The Group of Twenty-Nine Revisited, Economics of the Visual Arts 
in Canada, Performing Arts Audiences, Evaluating the Arts _ in 
Education: An Annotated Bibliography, and The Impact of Bill C-58 
on English Language Periodicals in Canada. 


The Directorate undertook the following major research 
initiatives: 

. a major survey of cultural activities and performing arts 
audiences in 18 Canadian communities as part of a Summer Job 
Corps project funded by the Department of Employment and 
Immigration; 

. an analysis of a national readership survey conducted for 
the Department by Statistics Canada in February 1978; 

. an evaluation of the cultural impact of the Wintario Half 
Back Program; and 


. an evaluation of the impact of the 100 per cent Capital Cost 
Allowance on the Canadian feature film industry. 
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Intergovernmental Affairs 


The Intergovernmental Affairs Division cooperated with the 
Privy Council and the Department of External Affairs in preparing 
for the official visit of the Prime Minister and the Minister of 
Culture and Communication of France in February 1979. For the 20th 
General Conference of UNESCO held in Paris during the fall of 1978, 
the Division participated in developing Canadian positions on the 
main cultural issues dealt with by the Conference. 


At the federal-provincial level, the Division encouraged 
improved communications and cooperation between the federal and 
provincial governments in developing policy and programs in arts 
and culture. The Division participated in the Assembly of Arts 
Administrators, a forum in which federal and provincial officials 
meet informally twice a year to discuss plans and progress in the 
field of arts and culture. 


During December 1978 and January 1979, the Secretary of State 
called on his provincial counterparts individually in order to 
establish closer relationships with them and to become more 
familiar with their provincial policy directions and priorities in 
the field of arts and culture. 
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Communications Branch 


The Correspondence Directorate, in concert with program staff, 
prepared replies to 9,211 letters of inquiry or comment received by 
the Secretary of State. 


The National Correspondence Unit in the Directorate prepared 
replies to the public's 4,120 requests for information on the 
programs and activities of the federal government. 


Creative Services wrote, edited, planned and expedited the 
design and production of 51 publications and other printed matter 
for all departmental program sectors, a multicultural display, the 
C.N.E. exhibit, the audio-visual show "Choosing to Grow Together," 
and 23 in-house still and ciné photography assignments. 


The public inquiries section answered 4,154 telephone and 
written requests for information and publications and distributed a 
total of 1,045,594 publications. 


The Media Relations Division produced and distributed 105 news 


releases and distributed 31 speeches, and 2,000 Secretary of State 
information kits.

CITIZENSHIP AND OFFICIAL LANGUAGES 


Citizenship and social development services are provided 
through headquarters and eight regional directorates. Eighty-six 
contributions and 4,057 grants totalling $61,148,071 were awarded 


under various citizenship and official languages programs. 


Citizenship Granted — 


Citizenship was granted to 156,699 people during the year. In 
addition, 47,895 Canadian citizens received citizenship certificates 


as proof of their status. 


Citizenship Week, which immediately precedes July ist, was 
celebrated with special ceremonies throughout the country. In 
Ottawa, the festivities included the presentation of citizenship 
certificates during Canada's July ist birthday celebration on 
Parliament Hill. The Citizenship Registration Branch continued its 
involvement in the annual citizenship programs for young people 


organized by the Rotary Club of Ottawa and the 4-H Clubs. 


The Branch sponsored "Access to Citizenship Farticipation!!, a 
Youth Job Corps project in which more than 100 young people in 19 
Sub-projects in Ontario and the Atlantic Provinces worked on 
programs designed to assist adults to overcome language and literacy 
barriers to full participation as citizens in the social and 


political life of Canada. 


Citizens' Participation 


The Assistance to Community Groups Program of the Citizens! 
Participation Directorate helped voluntary organizations strengthen 
participation in Canadian society by fostering community self-help 
and by encouraging consultation between voluntary organizations and 


governments on questions affecting the quality of people's lives. 
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In all, 112 grants totalling $1,210,000 were awarded. The 
Committee of National Voluntary Organizations (CNVO), representing 
some 100 national voluntary organizations, received technical 
assistance and grants totalling $50,000. The Canadian Association 
for Adult Education and l'Institut canadien d'éducation des adultes 
- the only voluntary organizations for adult education in Canada - 


each received a grant of $85,000. 


Utilizing the job creation aspects of the Youth Job Corps Program, 
the Assistance to Community Groups Program cooperated with two large 
national voluntary organizations - the Coalition of Provincial 
Organizations of the Handicapped (COPOH) and the National Survival 


Institute (NSI) - in setting up activities across the country. 


The program played an increasingly large role as an information 
and referral service for voluntary organizations. This involved 
liaison with some 20 government departments and agencies and with 


many private organizations. 


Human Rights 


The Human Rights Program provided technical assistance and 
grants totalling approximately $224,000 to national and _ local 
voluntary organizations and has implemented an educational program 
designed to promote human rights in Canada. The program also 
continued to provide the public with information on human rights, 
particularly on the work of the United Nations, and on federal and 
provincial human rights legislation and agencies. It also continued 
to serve as the central point of reference for the federal 


government's domestic interests in human rights. 
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The program continued to coordinate the work of the Inter- 
departmental Committee on Human Rights which reviews the federal 
government's overall human rights responsibilities in the light of 
Canada's obligations stemming from international agreements. The 
program also provided secretariat services to the Continuing 
Federal-Provincial Committee of Officials Responsible for Human 
Rights which is concerned primarily with liaison and consultation on 
Canada's commitments under the International Covenants. The 
committee met twice during the year and has most recently been 
engaged in identifying those areas of legislation that require 
federal and provincial ministerial attention in order to bring 
Canada closer to compliance with the International Covenant on Civil 
and Political Rights, and the International Covenant on Economic, 


Social and Cultural Rights. 
Report to the United Nations 


Canada's report on the International Covenant on Civil and 
Political Rights was published in June 1979 and in March, 1980 a 
Canadian delegation appeared before the United Nations Human Rights 


Committee in Geneva to respond to questions arising from it. 


Reports also are being prepared on the implementation of the 
International covenant on Economic, Social and Cultural Rights. 
These reports are prepared in close cooperation with provincial 


governments and federal departments and agencies. 
Youth Employment 


The Citizens' Participation Directorate coordinated the 
department's participation in the Youth Job Corps Program and 
continued to implement the Student Community Service Program and the 


Hostels Program. 
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The Student Community Service Program's budget of $5 million 
enabled about 800 voluntary organizations to hire 2,200 students 
during the summer months. Of these, 110 were related to the 
Official Language Minority Groups Program, 190 to the Native 
Citizen's Program, 90 to the Women's Program and 120 to the 


Multiculturalism Program. 


The Youth Job Corps Program provided employment for young 
people in every region of Canada, working in close cooperation with 
voluntary organizations, provincial governments and other federal 
departments. The program, which had a $6.7 million budget, helped 
establish 160 projects which created 1,550 jobs: 250 for students 
in the summer and 1,300 for unemployed young people throughout the 
year. The projects involved the establishment of bilingual 
terminology banks for municipal services, archival research, 


training programs for the illiterate, and Women's Program research. 


The Hostels Program created 240 summer jobs for students 
through subsidies totalling $600,000. This resulted in the 
establishment of a country-wide network of suitable, clean and 


inexpensive lodgings for thousands of young travellers. 


Flag Program 


Through the Flag Program, members of both Houses of Parliament 
obtained Canadian flags for their constituents. During the year 
28,950 three-by-six-foot flags, 154,000 desk flags, and 1,158,000 


lapel pins were available for distribution. 
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Open House Camada 


Open House Canada enabled more than 32,000 young people (mostly 
in groups) to participate in a program of linguistic, cultural and 
regional exchange visits throughout Canada. Fach visit lasted 
approximately a week. The budget allotted $6.5 million for 
department-organized exchanges and $3.5 million to assist exchanges 
organized by a number of Canadian organizations. As in previous 
years, the demand significantly exceeded the number of applicants 


that the budget could accommodate. 
Official Language Minorities 


The Official Language Minority Groups Directorate granted a 
tovateot $11.7 million to 350 voluntary associations to assist the 
development of official language minority communities. Support was 


provided to 440 projects across the country. 


Contributions to the nine provincial Francophone associations 
and la Fédération des francophones hors Québec totalled $3.5 


Mi ton. 


In response to the various needs of official language minority 
communities, the directorate redefined its activity sectors: social, 
educational, politico-legal, economic, cultural, and communications. 
In each category it provided support for organizational and program 


development, training, research and information. 
Training within Voluntary Organizations 


The directorate became involved in a number of activities and 
projects designed to sharpen the skills of those working in 
voluntary organizations. These include a pilot project undertaken 
by la Fédération des francophones hors Québec to establish new 


francophone associations. It also assured the continuity of the 
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Community Studies Program at l'Université Ste-Anne in Nova Scotia, 
which encourages voluntary organizations to assist in community 
development in the Atlantic region. The directorate assisted la 
Fédération culturelle des canadiens-francais, which brings together 
the various cultural organizations of the nine provinces outside 
Québec and of the two territories. The fédération received 
financial assistance to arrange tours of performing artists and 
establish training and information programs for its members. The 
directorate also participated in the organization of Les Choralies 
internationales in Moncton, New Brunswick. A greater degree of 
collaboration was achieved between the directorate and the other 
government cultural agencies and among francophone cultural 


organizations in general. 


Through its participation in the Youth Job Corps Program, the 
directorate enabled La Fédération des jeunes canadiens-frangeais and 
its members to acquire greater expertise in community work, 
leadership and financial management. Emphasis was also given to 
encouraging national organizations such as l'Association des scouts 
du Canada and les Guides catholiques du Canada to become more active 


with francophone youth outside Québec. 


Official Language Minority Press 


Assistance to the minority official language press remained a 
DrLOriey. L'Association de la presse francophone hors Québec was 
strengthened by the establishment of a permanent secretariat. The 
directorate provided support to the official language minority 
press in Québec to allow it to consolidate its provincial 
association. Both associations received assistance in the form of 
advertising to allow their readers to become aware of organizations 


working in official language minority communities. 
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Francophone Women 


Recognizing the important community development role plaved by 
women, the directorate gave particular attention to the problems 
faced by Francophone women outside Quebec and continued to cooperate 
closely with other departmental programs, especially the Women's 
Program Directorate. In’ this regard. “support Was given “to La 
Fédération des femmes canadiennes-francaises to realize its 
objective of involving more women in its activities and to develop 


an information network for women. 


Research on Economic Development 


The directorate financed a study by la Fédération des franco- 
phones hors Québec on the economic situation of Francophone 
communities outside Québec in order to develop a plan of action. 
The directorate also assisted le Conseil canadien de la coopération 
to conduct a survey of Francophone managers, administrators and 
members of cooperatives to prepare a directory and to examine their 


involvement in the Francophone community. 


Multiculturalism 


The Multiculturalism Directorate continued initiatives in 
multicultural educational resource development, historical research 
and publication, creative literature, media relations and _ the 


performing arts. 
The Multicultural Educational Resources Development Program 
helped produce multicultural supplementary learning materials in 


such areas as history, art and social studies. 


Support was also was provided to a number of voluntary organiza- 


tions for educational conferences with a multicultural focus. 
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Ethnic Histories Published 


As part of the on-going Ethnic Histories Project, the history 
of the Portuguese in Canada was published in French. Work proceeded 
on the publication of Arab, Greek and Norwegian histories. 
Manuscripts of the Chinese, Byelorussian, Hungarian, Welsh and 


Croatian histories were being evaluated and edited. 


In the Immigrant Studies Series, A Guide to Teaching Canadian 
Black History by Professor James Walker was completed for 


publication, as was a study on the Maltese in Canada. 


The Canadian Family Tree, an account of Canada's ethnocultural 
history, was revised and published in October of 1979. The French 


edition is in production. 


Support was given to Canadian authors of creative literature, 
writing either in a non-official or official language, and their 
works were promoted in the Canadian writing and publishing 
communities and among the general reading public. Of works 
commissioned, the manuscript for a multicultural anthology of 
stories and poems for children aged eight to 12 was completed. 
Studies on Hispanic, Hungarian and Francopnone black writers in 
Canada also were completed and are being edited for publication. 
Three more studies are underway: on writers of the Polish, 


South-Asian and Urdu communities. 


The Ethnic Press Analysis Service monitored opinion trends and 
major events within Canadian ethnocultural communities through the 
analysis of more than 200 ethnic newspapers and periodicals in more 
than 30 languages. The information was distributed to regional 


offices and other federal government departments and agencies. 


A grant was given to the Canada Ethnic Press Federation to 


carry out "a feasibility study of certain aspects of the ethnic 
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press in Canada, ",e.g., national and local structures of the feder- 
ation, its by-laws, etc., in order to ascertain the viability of the 


federation. 


Participation in Broadcasting 


The Ryerson Institute of Toronto was engaged to carry out a 
major pilot television skill development course in Toronto for 
participants from ethnocultural communities. The course module will 
be used in other parts of the country after it has been evaluated. 
Requests for use of the course module have been received from groups 


in British Columbia, Québec and the Prairies. 


The directorate consulted with major broadcasting groups on the 
question of media representation of ethnocultural groups in Canadian 
broadcasting. It also provided background material and liaison for 
a successful meeting between representatives of the Canadian 
Consultative Council on Multiculturalism and the president and 


senior executives of the CBC. 


The directorate identified means by which content analyses and 
other surveys of ethnocultural groups in Canadian broadcasting could 
be encouraged and carried out in order to establish a data base on 


the subject. 


Folk Arts Encouraged 


At the invitation of the Government of Nova Seotia, the 
Multiculturalism Directorate commissioned the Canadian Folk Arts 
Council and the Multicultural Association of Nova Scotia to organize 
the 1979 Canadian Heritage Festival in seven Nova Scotia communities 
during the first two weeks of July in conjunction with the 
International Gathering of the Clans taking place in Nova Scotia at 
the same time. The Directorate financed participation by performers 


from all regions of Canada. Negotiations were also concluded with 
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officials of the Government of Saskatchewan regarding the holding of 
the 1980 Canadian Heritage Festival in conjunction with 


Saskatchewan's 75th anniversary celebrations. 


Ethnic Studies 


Grants for visiting professorships were awarded to five 
Canadian post-secondary institutions, on the recommendation of the 
Canadian Ethnic Studies Advisory Committee. The directorate also 
provided funds for a number of lectureships in the field of Canadian 
ethnic studies. Through the Endowment Assistance Program, a 
contribution of $300,000 was made to provide a Chair of Mennonite 


Studies at the University of Winnipeg. 


Camadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism 


The Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism was 
restructured’) tos allow. Bthe “provinces. and “territories #etorwbe 
represented on its national executive. National committees were 
established to review aspects of culture, education, equal 
opportunities, media and youth activities. The council began 
publication of the CCCM news-letter Cultures Canada, which reports 
on the activities of the Council and ethnocultural organizations, 


government initiatives, and national and international events. 


Emerging Communities 


The directorate continued to encourage and support’ the 
emergence and growth of organizations representing ethnocultural 
communities. Thus, the National Black Coalition of Canada, for 
example, was assisted in its reorganization, to allow it to speak 


more effectively on behalf of Canada's Black communities. 
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The National Association of Canadians of Origins in India also 
received a contribution which enabled it to open a national office 
and to establish chapters in a number of cities where it was 


not represented previously. 


The Multiculturalism Program provided financial support to a 
number of national ethnocultural associations to meet together to 
examine the feasibility of working collectively on issues of common 


concern for the purpose of broadening their base of support. 


To serve the supplementary language schools more effectively, 
the directorate assisted in the formation of national educational 
advisory committees representative of and accountable to _ the 
linguistic communities. Thus far two are functioning and others are 


being formed. 


In response to the increased flow of refugees from Indo-China, 
the directorate participated in federal and other programs to 
welcome and assist them. The increased flow of refugees from 
Indo-China resulted in the program's direct involvement in the 
Canadian government's refugee program. In order to assist Canadian 
volunteer groups and organizations sponsoring these refugees, the 
directorate helped prepare and publish a series of guides for 
working with the Indo-Chinese ethnocultural groups. The booklets 
were widely distributed through offices of the department and 
through the Immigration Branch of the Canadian Employment and 
Immigration Commission. In addition, grants were provided to 
organizations preparing information designed to sensitize Canadians 


who are aiding the newcomers to resettle. 
The program began the second phase of a study, commissioned in 


1978-79, to examine and recommend solutions to adjustment and 


integration problems faced by immigrant women. 
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The Multiculturalism Directorate provided a total of $5,820,000 
in ‘grants and contributions! through, five: general | finaneial 
assistance programs: Projects, Intercultural Communications, 
Cultural Enrichment, Group Development-Operations and Canadian 


Ethnic Studies. 


Native Citizens" Programs 


The Core Funding Program of the Native Citizens Directorate 
provided support in the form of contributions to national, 
provincial and territorial native political associations. These 
core contributions provided funds for the basic administration of 
the associations, while other funding sources had to be found for 
the various programs and services administered by them. In 1979-80, 
a total of $9,488,000 was paid to three national and 32 provincial/ 


territorial associations. 


The program also administered a budget of $325,000 to assist 
the native political associations in publishing newspapers, 
newsletters and magazines. The publications enabled the 


associations to keep their membership informed of topical issues. 


A revised Native Women's Program was approved in August 1979. 
The program provided grants totalling $417,000 to two national and 
numerous regional and local groups to assist them in a variety of 
projects. Funds provided to the two national organizations, Indian 
Rights for Indian Women and the Native Women's Association of 
Canada, enabled the two groups to represent their members' concerns 
at the national level with regard to policies and programs initiated 
by government which directly affected Native women in Canada. 
Project funding to provincial, regional and local Native women's 
groups supported a variety of activities including the printing of 


information booklets, workshops and annual meetings. 
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The Migrating Native Peoples! Program provided assistance to 
Native friendship centres across Canada and to the National Associa- 
tion of Friendship Centres. Through this program, 71 centres 
received a total of $4,921,000. Included in this amount was Core 
funding, which contributed to the support of the basic operations of 
the centres; core funding to the National Association of Friendship 
Centres, the central organization; training for employees and boards 
of directors, and community interaction funding which assisted in 
the support of workshops, meetings, projects and social facilita- 
tors. All of these activities were designed to respond to the 
particular problems faced by Native people moving into an urban 
community. Core funding in the amount of $163,157 was provided to 
four new centres in Vernon and Lillooet, British Columbia; Fort 
Simpson, Northwest Territories, and Carlisle, Saskatchewan. A 
further $480,210 was provided in capital contributions to enable a 
number of centres to purchase or construct new facilities or 


renovate existing facilities. 


The mandate of the Native Communications Program was extended 
to March 31, 1981, while a revised program is being developed for 
government consideration. A total of $1,778,539 in grants went to 
11 Native communications societies throughout the country and to the 
National Association of Friendship Centres to assist this organiza- 
tion in the publication of its newsletter. The communications 
societies are involved in a number of activities: newspapers, tele- 
vision programming, radio programming, HF Radio, satellite program- 
ming, films, video, library services, single side band radio systems 


and training to students in all types of media. 


The Native Social and Cultural Program funded more than 130 
community and cultural projects across the country with grants 
totalling $729,000. Grants were provided to Native organizations at 


the national, regional, provincial and community levels. Projects 
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funded ranged from one to the National Indian Brotherhood to honor 
young Indian achievers across Canada to an after school play program 


sponsored by a concerned urban Native community. 


The Women's Program 


The Women's Program Directorate distributed grants to women's 
voluntary organizations across Canada both at the regional and 
national levels. The total grants budget in 1979-80 was $780,000. 


Grants were awarded at the national level to the Canadian 
Committee on Learning Opportunities for Women in support of its 
actions on issues affecting women's access to learning and 
educational opportunities, and to the National Association of Sexual 
Assault Centres for convening a national conference for member 
centres. The directorate also supported the National Action 
Committee on the Status of Women in its continuing programs to 
influence legislation and policy formulation on all issues affecting 


the status of women. 


The Women's Program developed and administered the 
Feminist Services Training Program through job-creation funds of the 
Canada Employment and Immigration Commission. Twelve leaders were 
employed across Canada with projects in every province, with the 
exception of Manitoba and Prince Edward Island, employing some 60 
persons. In London, Ontario four workers were placed in area 
transition houses with a fifth doing research on how wife-battering 
affects children. In New Brunswick small groups met for an asserti- 
veness training program. In British Columbia, a communications 
network of advice and information was initiated to provide support 
to women living in isolated communities. In Québec workers gathered 
statistics and did research on the various aspects of violence 
against women by interviewing police officers, psychiatrists, 


various specialists and workers at transition houses. 
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The program continued its liaison with other directorates and 
the Regions, national women's groups, other government departments, 
the Canadian Advisory Council on the Status of Women, and Status of 
Women Canada. Input was provided to the Cultural Policy Review, 
Women's Employment Strategy and the Interdepartmental Committee on 
Family Violence. Funding was provided to cover partial expenses for 
the National Consultation on Wife Battering and members of the 
program were on the planning committee and attended the consultation 


held in Ottawa in March. 


A quarterly resource bulletin was produced for women's groups 
across che country. Noon hour information sessions on issues of 
concern to women were held for departmental employees. Subjects 


included "Sexual Harassment on the Job" and "Divorce Legislation". 
Official Languages in the Private and Public Sectors 


The department provided technical assistance in official 
languages to business enterprises, voluntary associations and the 
non-federal levels of public administration. Consultations took 
place on subjects such as the development of policies and programs 
for second language learning and usage, the identification of 
second language needs of an organization, and the development of a 
bilingual identity. Advice was provided on second language teaching 


and learning and on translation, terminology and interpretation. 


In addition, financial assistance totalling approximately 
$1,100,000 was provided to non-profit associations for translation 
and interpretation services and for activities designed to help the 


organizations function in both official languages. 
Coordination and Analysis 


The Coordination and Analysis Branch, established in February 


1979, is responsible for coordinating the development and 
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application of policy in the areas of citizenship and official 
languages across programs and regions, for ensuring liaison with 
other sectors, departments and agencies on issues affecting more 
than one program, and for developing a data base and information 
systems to meet the needs of the sector. The branch is comprised of 


three directorates: Coordination, Analysis and Operations. 


The Regions 


Each regional directorate is responsible for initiating 
projects and administering programs within its own area. The eight 
regions are the Pacific, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Ontario, 
Québec, the Atlantic (including Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island 


and Newfoundland), and New Brunswick. 


Pacific Region 


The Pacific Region developed and assisted financially 350 
projects throughout British Columbia and the Yukon. Although most 
activities remain concentrated in the Greater Vancouver area, 
increased project development was evident in the Yukon, on Vancouver 


Island, and in other centres outside the Lower Mainland. 


The Official Language Minority Groups Program assisted 30 
groups to undertake community and cultural development activities. 
Increasing emphasis was placed on Francophone and Anglophone youth, 
stressing cultural retention for the former’ and eultural 


appreciation for the latter. 


Program Kaleidoscope was sponsored by le Centre culturel 
Colombien to promote the arts and history of both the west coast and 
French Canada through lectures, concerts, films, and classes in 
French. The program was aimed primarily at youth, both Francophone 
and Anglophone, and attracted many non-students. Over 5,000 people 


participated in the four month project. 
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Socio-cultural, historic, and artistic events were successfully 
carried out in cooperation with Francophone youth organizations 
throughout Western Canada. For example, la Fédération Jeunesse 
Colombienne formed le Comité de l'touest en action to participate 
with Francophone youth of the four western provinces in planning and 
organizing the "On s'garoche A Batoche" Festival in Saskatchewan 


last summer. 


The Multiculturalism Program funded 52 projects under’ the 
Cultural Integration, Intercultural Communications, and Group 


Development subprograms during the year under review. 


The Vancouver Multicultural Youth Action Association received a 


grant to organize and conduct a youth leadership workshop. 


Fifty schools received support under the Cultural Enrichment 
Program to conduct classes in 24 heritage languages other than 


English and French. 


Under Native Citizens Programs, 48 groups received funding in 
British Columbia and the Yukon, including two new friendship centres 


in Vernon and Lillooet. 


The Urban Native Education Society sponsored a conference for 
educators on curriculum development for Native children, which was 
jointly supported by the British Columbia Ministry of Education, the 
Department of Indian and Northern Affairs, and the Department of the 


Secretary of State. 


The Women's Program focussed on such women's issues. as 
political awareness, equal opportunities, and non-traditional 
employment. In the Yukon, the Status of Women Council and the 
Victoria Faulkner Women's Centre developed a_ territory-wide 


Symposium on "Women and Work". In British Columbia, the Business 
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and Professional Women's Clubs organized a province-wide conference 
on political involvement. Thirty other projects were funded through 


the Women's Program in 1979-80. 


One of the highlights of the Group Understanding and Human 
Rights Program was the December conference on "Discrimination in 
Employment, Education, and Media," cosponsored by the department, 
the British Columbia Human Rights Commission, and the Canadian 
Council of Christians and Jews. More than 250 people from 
throughout the province participated in the sessions, which received 


extensive support from minority groups and cultural communities. 


The Student Community Service Program created summer employment 
for 350 students in voluntary organizations, arts councils, and 
cultural services agencies. Youth Job Corps projects developed by 
regional staff provided an additional 100 year-round jobs for 


unemployed youth in British Columbia and the Yukon. 


The Tri-level Committee - a group of federal, provincial and 
municipal officials involved in arts funding, and which was 
organized by the department - met quarterly and made recommendations 
on cultural policy. The department paid $400,000 toward the 
building costs of the new Arts Club Theatre on Granville Island, 
which opened to enthusiastic response in September and has _ been 


playing to capacity audiences ever since. 


The Citizenship Court opened new offices to serve several new 
areas during the year, including Prince Rupert, Kitimat, and 
Terrace in the north, and 100 Mile House, Ashcroft, Lillooet, Grand 


Forks, Trail and Nelson in the interior. 
The Pacific Region received 31,814 applications for citizen- 


ship, held 21,953 hearings, and presented 25,347 certificates of 


Canadian citizenship, an increase of 10 per cent over 1978-79.

Alberta Region 


The Alberta Region provided 196 grants to community groups, the 
activities of which were concentrated mainly in three program areas: 
Official Language Minority Groups, Multiculturalism and Native 


Citizens. 


Emphasis was placed on continuing consultation with all of the 
groups and agencies which work with Native people. The department 
continued its involvement in societies, such as the Indian News 
Media which are responding to the communications needs of Native 


people and more remote communities. 


The Official Languages Minority Groups Program assisted 46 
groups in community and cultural activities. Recent studies indi- 
cate that at least 600 to 800 Francophones are arriving in Alberta 
each month. This influx will further stimulate the development of 


the Franco-Albertan community. 


The department has assisted the Canada Employment and Immigra- 
tion Commission and the Alberta Reception and Settlement Services in 
monitoring the Indo-Chinese refugee movement and designing programs 
to meet their particular needs. To date, more than 3,000 refugees 


nave settled in Alberta. 


Under the Cultural Enrichment Program the department continued 


to support the teaching of 24 heritage languages in 53 schools. 


The Native Citizen's Programs provided project funding for 44 
activities. The urban Native situation and the role of Native women 
emerged as specific areas which required specialized support. Ten 
friendship centres and two Native political organizations continued 


to receive core funding. 
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The Women's Program provided organizational and project funding 
to the Alberta Status of Women Action Committee, the provincial 
body, and its four regional branches. One of the highlights was the 
department's support to the Women's Cultural Harvest Festival at 


Edmonton in October. 


The Group Understanding and Human Rights and the Assist- 
ance to Community Groups programs provided support to such activi- 
ties as the series of majority/minority group relations workshops 
which were jointly sponsored in Calgary by the Canadian Council of 


Christians and Jews and the Council of South Asians. 


The Citizenship Court of Alberta processed 12,147 applications 
for citizenship in 1979 and handled 3,650 applications for proof of 
citizenship. Special citizenship ceremonies took place July 1st on 
the Legislature grounds in Edmonton and August 6th inhSt® Atbert yas 
part of the Alberta Summer Games. Special ceremonies were held in 
the City Hall in Calgary. A Citizenship Court was opened in the new 


federal government facilities in Calgary. 


Saskatchewan Region 


The region supported a total of 207 projects. 


The Women's Program focused on women and employment. Projects 
included career nights for high-school women, films and cultural 
events focusing on working women, and strengthening organizations 


which encourage women's involvement in non-traditional occupations. 


Field staff of the Native Women's Program worked intensively 
with local Native women's organizations, particularly in the 
northern part of the province. Organizational workshops were under- 
taken with several of the Native women's organizations and grants 
were provided for leadership development programs in Patuanak, Moose 


Jaw, Lestok, Meadow Lake, Prince Albert and La Ronge. 
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The Multicultural Program provided 77 grants to a wide variety 
of ethnocultural organizations and heritage language schools. New 
groups were encouraged to take advantage of the Cultural Enrichment 
Program. Field staff worked with groups to assist them in develop- 
ing activities designed to strengthen intergroup relationships. A 
cultural evening was held in Saskatoon at the friendship centre 
under the sponsorship of the Inter-Tribal Pow-Wow Committee in 
cooperation with the Saskatoon Folk Arts Council. A workshop in 
Regina sponsored by a Ukrainian organization focused on the contri- 


bution of writers of various cultures to Canadian literature. 


Support was provided for a history on the interaction of the 
French, English and Métis inhabitants of St. Louis, close to the 


site of the Battle of Batoche. 


Another activity in the multicultural area was continued liai- 

son with the provincial Department of Education and the faculties of 

' Education of the Universities of Regina and Saskatchewan and the 
Multiculturalism Council of Saskatchewan concerning multiculturalism 


in education. 


Support to official language minority groups continued, with 36 
grants and contributions being provided to local cultural centres, 
and province-wide francophone organizations. For example, the "On 
s'garoche a Batoche" interprovincial project enabled Francophone 
youth of British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba to 


rediscover their historical roots. 


The Moose Mountain Friendship Centre was opened in Carlyle, 
bringing the total number of friendship centres in Saskatchewan to 
nine. The Prince Albert Friendship Centre received capital to 
renovate and expand its quarters. The fourteen grants were included 
under the Native Social and Cultural Development Program. Cultural 
events bringing together Natives and non-Natives in Maple Creek, 
Saskatoon and Regina. 
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Under the Assistance to Community Groups programs, support was 
provided to organizations dealing with environmental issues. As 
part of the International Year of the Child, the Junior Service 
League of Regina received assistance to explore the feasibility of 


establishing a children's museum and science centre. 


The Group Understanding and Human Rights Program focused 
support to the Saskatchewan Association on Human Rights for the 
production of a number of pamphlets and material for the use of the 


media on human rights issues. 


Assistance was provided under the Student Community Services 
Program to 38 voluntary organizations, enabling them to hire 


students during the summer months for special projects. 


In 1979-80, the Regina Citizenship Court and Saskatoon subcourt 
processed 1,658 grants of Canadian citizenship and 1,161 proofs of 
citizenship. The Regina court took over two Alberta circuits - 


Medicine Hat and Brooks - as of March, 1980. 


Manitoba Region 


One hundred and four students participated in Student Community 
Service Program projects. Fifteen students took part in a study of 
Manitoba demography under the Summer Youth Job Corps Program. 
Fifty-three young people participated in the Rural Youth Job Corps, 
which provided young people with first-hand experience in working 
with citizens' organizations and resulted in the permanent 


employment of over 50 per cent of the participants. 


Manitoba Regional Officers have been working to improve the 
availability of language training to immigrants by increased liaison 
and support to voluntary organizations such as the Winnipeg Interna- 


tional Centre. 
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During the year a contract funded by the department and 
managed jointly by the Province of Manitoba and the department's 
Manitoba office resulted in the development of sections for a pilot 
audio-visual English language course incorporating citizenship 


concepts. 


Seventy groups received grants under the Cultural Enrichment 


Program this year. 


Thirty-one groups received grants under the Multicultural Pro- 
gram. The emphasis was on intergroup relations, cross-cultural 
awareness seminars and the development of values clarification 


seminars for professionals and volunteers. 


Organizational development work was carried out with the 
Vietnamese refugees, and regional staff co-operated with provincial 
officials in assisting the organization of activities in the 


voluntary sector. 


Preliminary work was carried out with the three intercultural 
communication centres in order to broaden their role in citizenship 


activities in their communities. 


The Citizenship Court granted citizenship to 4,000 new Cana- 
dians and provided 1,760 Canadians with proof of citizenship status. 
The court extended its services to southeast and southwestern Mani- 
toba. In cooperation with Manitoba's three citizenship councils; 
the court increased its citizenship promotion and citizenship 


instruction activities. 


Under the Official Language Minority Groups Program, 29 groups 
received financial and technical assistance. Financial assistance 
was provided for what has become known as "le cas Forest", which 
resulted in the Supreme Court ruling that effectively established 


the constitutionality of bilingualism in Manitoba. 
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In cooperation with Native organizations the region has focused 
on migrating Native people. A series of training sessions for the 
staff and boards of friendship centres was carried out. Seminars on 
cross-cultural communications and values clarification were held for 


professionals working with Native children in urban areas. 


Four Native women's groups representing Métis, non-status and 
status Native women were assisted during the year. Provincial con- 
ferences supported by the department resulted in increased partici- 
pation of Native women in these organizations and in their 


communities. 


The strengthening of traditional Indian and Métis culture has 
been supported by grants to 10 groups which place a priority on 
Indian and Métis culture in the education system and on intergroup 


relations. 


With the assistance of the department the Manitoba Association 
for Rights and Liberties (MARL) increased its membership in Winnipeg 
this year and is carrying out a vigorous outreach program in rural 
and northern areas. A MARL Task Force reviewed human rights activi- 
ties in Manitoba and submitted its report to the Manitoba Human 


Rights Commission and the Attorney General's Department. 


Assisted by the Women's Program, the Manitoba Action Committee 
on the Status of Women significantly increased its membership and 
developed a three-year plan for its activities. The committee 
increased its communication with other women's groups and acted as a 
resource to the Northern Women's Conference and to Indian Rights tor 
Indian Women. Immigrant women organized the first Multicultural 


Women's Conference. 
The department assisted women's groups to carry out several 


studies on violence against women, and assisted the Women's Cultural 


and Education Centre in a project designed to increase community

participation. A feasibility study also was carried out to 


determine the viability of a women's newspaper. 


The department provided assistance to several small women's 
organizations such as the "Painted Ladies", which is presenting and 


promoting the position of women in dramatic form. 


Ontario Region 


In consultation with the Provincial Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation,new initiatives were undertaken in the multiculturalism 
area. Under the Cultural Enrichment Program, which provides finan- 
cial assistance to voluntary third language schools, 235 organiza- 
tions representing 32 ethnocultural groups received support from the 
department. Although concentrated in the urban areas, support also 
was provided to organizations in smaller centres such as Moosonee, 


Cornwall and Rainy River. 


Further multiculturalism initiatives included the development 
of teaching aids and support to workshops for teachers of third 


languages. 


Social tensions in some urban centres remained a central issue. 
In response to problems identified in the Metropolitan Toronto area, 
staff intensified its work with boards of education, police, 
community committees and multicultural task forces to examine the 
problems of racism and the cultural integration of minorities in 


Canadian society. 
Staff worked with the Vietnamese refugees and assisted volun- 


tary association task forces to provide public education concerning 


the refugees. 
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The region sponsored several projects in intergroup coopera- 
tion, designed as cross-cultural learning situations, such as liter- 
ary evenings of German, Yiddish, and Hungarian poetry. Universi- 
ties, community colleges and public corporations, cofunded by the 
region, supported workshops, festivals and cultural evenings on the 
sharing of cultural traditions. Thus the University of Toronto's 
Cultural Relations Division assisted the Ad Hoc Committee on 


Mediterranean Poetry (Spanish, Greek and Italian). 


The Native Communications Program funded about 40 per cent of 
the operating costs of the Wa-Wa-Ta Native Communications Society. 
Fifteen community radio stations were introduced to serve isolated 
communities in the north. The region continued to fund the overall 
administration and technical costs of operating the HF trail radio 


service to isolated trappers, fisherman and hunters. 


Under the Migrating Native Peoples Program (MNPP) funding was 
provided to the Ontario Federation of Indian Friendship Centres 
(OFIFC) which coordinates the training of boards and staff of 
friendship centres and holds regular provincial workshops. In 
anticipation “of “the decentralization “of “the MNPP, “the wregion 
established a partnership with the OFIFC and the _ provincial 
government in order to provide better services to friendship centres 
and for consultation purposes. The region core funds 16 friendship 
centres throughout the province; a centre is currently being 


developed in Moosonee. 


The Native Women's Program assisted the Ontario Native Womens! 
Association in developing and distributing training and information 
kits on the Indian Act for use by Native communities, institutions 


and governments. 


Funding through the Native Social and Cultural Development 


Program strengthened grass-root involvement in the core-funded 
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associations. The region stressed interaction between youth and 
elders and the development of youth groups at community and 


provincial levels. 


Field staff distributed resources and assisted in the 
development of women's communications network to better inform one 
group of another organization's activities. Ad hoc coalitions of 
feminist groups and individuals were encouraged to express their 


needs, rooted in the socioeconomic conditions of the region. 


Recently formed womens' groups are operating in Kenora, Dryden, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Sioux Lookout, Iroquois Falls, Timmins, Kirkland 
Lake, Port Elgin, Chatham, Hamilton, Ottawa, Kingston, Halton and in 
the Niagara Peninsula. Conferences and community councils indicate 


willingness to broaden support at the local level. 


Program projects were developed with larger groups and institu- 
tions to respond to the problems of racism and, particularly, on the 
development of strategies with the visible minority groups. In 
honour of the Internationals Weampsormethe \ Cniid, several 
community-based organizations held public seminars on _ family 
violence and on increasing our enjoyment of the children around us. 
The rights of the handicapped were also a focal point for the 
region's human rights endeavours. Field officers assisted in the 
development of public education projects and assisted a number of 
groups such as the Ontario Federation for the Cerebral Palsied in 


the development of special projects throughout the year. 


Through the Assistance to Community Groups and the Student 
Community Services Programs, support was provided to community 
groups involved in the promotion of volunteerism and to the exchange 
of information and resources between voluntary groups. The region 
assisted social-action oriented groups involved in a range of 


community issues from land use to municipal affairs. Consultative 
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meetings were held in a number of communities on the recommendations 
made in the National Advisory Council on Voluntary Action (NACOVA) 


report. 


The highlight of the Youth Hostels Program was the opening of a 
large youth hostel at Harbourfront, the federal government's water- 
front project in Toronto. The 190-bed hostel operated at full capa- 
city during the summer months and attracted youth from every 


province of Canada, the United States and Europe. 


The region provided financial assistance to the youth hostels 
operating in Niagara Falls, London, Stratford, Thunder Bay, Sault 


Ste. Marie, Sudbury, Toronto and Kenora. 


Assistance was provided to 185 official language minority 
groups, and to promote contact and exchange between the two official 


language groups. 


Attempts were made to strengthen the structure of the 
Francophone social and cultural organizations. Groups such as le 
Regroupement culturel franco-ontarien were encouraged to come 
together to discuss issues of mutual concern and to develop a more 


cohesive approach to these issues. 


A number of projects, e.g., Rapprochement, were designed to 
permit associations in Francophone communities in Ontario, such as 
l'Association canadienne-frangaise de l'Ontario, to discuss their 
needs and concerns with the Anglophone groups, in an effort to 
increase understanding and cooperation between the two official 


language communities. 


In 1979-80, citizenship judges granted citizenship to 79,882, 
and 18,578 Canadians in the region received proof of citizenship. 
The Secretary of State and 10 Citizenship Court judges, in a special 


court ceremony to commemorate the International Year of the Child, 
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presented citizenship certificates to 250 students at Harbourfront 


on June 27, 1979, before 1,000 Metropolitan Toronto students. 


Québee Region 


The Official Language Minority Groups Program provided 
Support to 33 projects. Total financial support increased from 
$435,600 in 1978 to $693,000 in 1979. 


Iwo projects were of major significance. The Council of Quebec 
Minorities established a team of four permanent staff members to 
conduct research, community information and to support projects on 
behalf of the non-French-speaking population. The Association of 
Quebec Regional English Media whose membership now includes the 16 
newspapers outside Montreal continued to pursue its objective of 


maintaining and developing the minority official language press. 


Particular attention was given to the population outside 
Montréal, and projects providing community and cultural support were 
conducted in the Gaspé region, the Eastern Townships and in Pontiac 
County. All regions benefitted through support provided to 
province-wide projects, such as the Québec Farmers Association and 


the Québec Drama Festival. 


The department continued to provide operational grants to Inuit 
communications societies, Native political associations, and Native 


friendship centres. 


Social and cultural development grants to Native peoples inclu- 
ded assistance to the Northern Quebec Inuit and their newspaper 
Atuagnik, organizational assistance to the Association of Algonquin 
Chiefs and Bands, support to the Attikamek-Montagnais Council for 
the introduction of new community radio communications, and support 
to the Cree regional authority to determine its infrastructure and 


communications needs. 
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Work sessions were held between Native women's associations and 


the department; an increased number of projects received approval. 


As part of its Multiculturalism Program, the department 
approved 123 projects of which 70 were related to either the conser- 
vation of cultural identity or cross-cultural relations. Priority 
was given to training and educational activities and to efforts 
designed to bring the various groups and communities closer 


together. 


Support continued for the teaching of heritage languages, and 
most ethnic communities in the region received some financial 
assistance, especially in the area of teacher training (42 


projects). 


Under the Cultural Integration Program, support was given to 
organizations which trained, organized and supported specific groups 
such as immigrant workers, immigrant women or ethnocultural communi- 


ties such as the Greek, Portuguese, Haitian, etc. 


The Region was involved in 11 information projects on "The Boat 


People", refugees from Laos and Cambodia. 


The Inter-Cultural Communications Program provided substantial 
financial assistance to five organizations playing a community and 


coordination role for various ethnic groups in the region. 


The region took part in a broad-ranging project related to the 
Italian community in Quebec through which it gained a broader base 
of information on the community, discussed internal problems and 
improved liaison between its members and various government and 


non-governmental representatives. 
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The Citizens' Participation Section remained in contact with 
more than 300 citizen groups or organizations located in the 10 
administrative regions of Québec. It supported activities in five 


major areas. 


In assisting the community media (press, radio and television), 
the department encouraged media of the same type to work in concert 
on a province-wide basis. Thus, for example, the Association of 
Community Television Networks has greatly increased its membership, 
and in turn received assistance from the department to better 
explain its situation and its needs to the various levels of govern- 


ment. 


Under the Women's Program, wives working for their husbands in 
unincorporated, profit-oriented small businesses were provided with 
technical assistance and the services of four multidisciplinary 
teams which worked in both the rural and urban context. Support was 
given for the establishment of l'Association des femmes collabora- 


trices de leur mari, a provincial association of some 2,000 women. 


The program provided support for a study of services currently 
offered to rape victims in the metropolitan region, helped train 
volunteers providing assistance to rape victims, encouraged an 
exchange of views between therapists, and funded informative live 
theatre plays, including "La Terreur féminine" and "Parce que c'est 


Paenteet 


The region supported and assisted in the organization of commu- 
nity activities in five low-income areas: Hoche laga-Maisonneuve, 
Plateau Mont-Royal, St-Henri, St-Stanislas and Villeray; it also 


provided support for continuing training among community groups. 
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The Citizenship Participation Section provided support to 
citizens in the 10 Lower Shore territorial divisions stretching from 
Rimouski to the New Brunswick border to establish an inventory of 
their own resources, define their needs and provide their members 
with the necessary training for the management of group 


socioeconomic projects. 


Citizenship Registration Services issued over 10,000 proofs of 


citizenship and registered 18,450 new citizens. 


Citizenship courts were established in Quebec City, Sherbrooke 
and Drummondville. Regional services organized special ceremonies 
with the various associations primarily involved with ethnic groups. 
The International Year of the Child was honoured at Bryson, where 
250 children received citizenship certificates in a ceremony 
organized in cooperation with l'Association récréative de Bryson and 


le club des Lions d'Or. 


Atlamtic Region 


In Nova Scotia, under the Official Language Minority Groups 
Program, the region assisted la Fédération acadienne de la 
Nouvelle-Ecosse to organize a colloquium bringing together persons 
interested in Acadian education as well as decision-makers in the 
field of education. As a result the provincial Minister of 
Education plans to examine the possibility of a French-language 


education system in Nova Scotia. 


The Prince Edward Island Office financially supported a joint 
seminar between Allied Youth and la Jeunesse canadienne to promote a 
better understanding between Francophone and Anglophone youth. A 
two-day conference was held in Charlottetown to celebrate the 60th 
anniversary of la Société Saint-Thomas d'Aquin in which approximate- 
ly 300 Francophones from across Prince Edward Island took part. Le 


Centre culturel Port LaJoie received financial support and provides 
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a social and cultural centre for Francophone people in the area ; the 
centre also serves as a welcoming and information centre for 
Francophone employees of the Department of Veterans' Affairs who are 
moving to Charlottetown. With the financial SsUpPOrt.0F tthe Pee. 1. 
office, les Danseurs Evangéline have continued their training 
program and have put on performances inside and outside of the 


province. 


The Prince Edward Island Multicultural Council, with the 
assistance of the region, sponsored 50 multicultural performances in 
various areas throughout the province and held a one-day festival in 
which thousands of local people participated with songs, dances and 
displays. With a grant from the P.E.I. Office, foreign students 
from the Organization for Multicultural Awareness and International 
Development travelled throughout the island and made presentations 
to island schools and institutions on the history and culture of 


their countries of origin. 


In Nova Scotia, multicultural associations throughout the 
province participated in a series of leadership and organizational 
development workshops supported through grants under the 


Multiculturalism Program. 


The Multicultural Association of Nova Scotia also produced a 
multimedia community learning kit on the cultural diversity of Nova 
Scotia. The 1979 Canadian Heritage Festival was held in Nova Scotia 
and brought together a number of performing groups and artists from 
all over Canada; it was funded by the Multiculturalism Program and 
the provincial Department of Culture, Recreation and Fitness. The 
program also provided a grant to enable Scottish bands and groups 
from across the country to participate in the International Gather- 
ing of the Clans. Grants and technical advice were also instrumental 
in the formation of the Nova Scotia Multicultural Youth Association, 
the Provincial Black Youth Association and the first Vietnamese 


Settlers Association. Considerable effort has been directed towards 
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assisting the settlement of Vietnamese refugees through grants to 
certain associations and continued cooperation with the Canada 


Employment and Immigration Commission. 


Projects of the Native Citizens' Program included a grant to 
the Labrador Inuit Association to assess communications needs in 


Northern Labrador and to formulate a communications policy. 


The Nova Scotia office continued to provide financial assist- 
ance to the Halifax MicMac Friendship Centre and the Nova Scotia 
Communications Society. The Union of Nova Scotia Indians neld a 
seminar in Halifax on the problems of Indians in urban settings 
through a grant from the Native Social and Cultural Development 
Program. The Nova Scotia Native Women's Association was funded to 
conduct research on sections of the Indian Act which are discrimina- 


tory to Indian Women. 


The Student Community Service Program (Women's Program compo- 
nent) helped finance the Canadian Research Institute for the 
Advancement of Women 1979 Conference in Halifax on the theme 


"Educating Women to be Persons". 


The Newfoundland and Labrador Women's Institute, with financial 
assistance from the region, developed a handbook to help widows deal 
with their particular problems. The institute received a further 
grant for a series of workshops on the subject throughout the 
province. A series of seminars was organized by the Association of 
Registered Nurses of Newfoundland and focused on the status of 


nurses and their role in decision-making. 


In Prince Edward Island financial support was given to a group 
which included representatives of the University of Prince Edward 
Tsland and the P.E.1. Advisory Council on the Status of Women for a 


five-part lecture series on the role of women in modern society. 
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The Women's Employment Development Committee also received a grant 
to produce a work on Island women who have worked in non-traditional 


occupations. 


Under the Group Understanding and Human Rights Program, eight 
young people wrote and performed a play about the rights and hopes 
of the younger generations in Newfoundland and Labrador entitled 
"Jellied Beans and Shuttered Dreams". In P.E.I. financial support 
was given for a province-wide conference on the role of voluntary 
organizations in the field of human rights, as’ well as for a 
provincial conference on professional responsibilities in the area 


Of children's rights. 


Through the Assistance to Community Groups Program, financial 
Support was given in Newfoundland to a seminar on public participa- 
tion in resource development to enable community groups to improve 
their skills and to become more effective in presenting their views 
to boards, commissions and governments. Through grants, the Nova 
Scotia Office assisted the Volunteer Bureau to produce training and 
recruiting program modules for use by voluntary associations 


throughout Nova Scotia. 


In Nova Scotia, the Coordinating Council on Deafness received a 
grant through the Student Community Services Program to develop and 
supply resource kits and a filing system to 18 voluntary organiza- 
tions of the deaf in Atlantic Canada, allowing these organizations 


to employ deaf persons to administer their affairs. 


Anticipating social, cultural and economic change in 
Newfoundland society, the provincial office staff brought together 
persons from the federal and _ provincial governments, Memorial 
University and the Labrador Rural and Atlantic Development Councils 


for a three-day workshop to discuss issues and strategies. 
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In Burgeo, Newfoundland, a small community of 3,000 people on 
the southwest coast of the province, the Youth Council brought 
government officials, academics and the community together to dis- 
cuss strategies to meet the growing number of socioeconomic changes 


affecting the community. 


New Brunswick Region 


On July 1, 1979, New Brunswick became a separate region, res- 
ponsible for all departmental programs in New Brunswick, as well as 
for the Official Language Minority Group Program for Acadian organi- 
zations whose members are located in Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island and Newfoundland, and for citizenship registration services 
in New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. It provided financial 


support totalling $1,945,200 for 105 community projects. 


The "Convention d'orientation nationale des Acadiens", with 
financial assistance from the region, helped Acadian representatives 
to examine their socio-political situation and study the possibility 
of a group project designed to achieve a certain degree Os DOLI ences 


autonomy. 


The region participated in the 375th anniversary of the arrival 
of the Acadians in New Brunswick by helping to finance various 
celebrations throughout the province. Among these was the fifth 
Choralies internationales at Moncton, of which l1'Alliance chorale de 
Nouveau Brunswick was the host. It brought together some 1,600 
choristers from France, Belgium, the United States, Switzerland and 
Canada. For the first time in the history of the International 
Choir Festival, 400 child choristers attended as members of youth 


choral groups. 


Financial support through the Student Community Service Program 


enabled l'Alliance to hire 18 students to work behind the scenes 
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preparing costumes, posters, documentation, and workshops for the 


festival. 


The region also assisted la Société culturelle de Kent Sud to 
Promote the new book by the Acadian author Antonine Maillet, Pélagie 
la_ Charette, through a special reception at Bouctouche, the 
community portrayed in the author's famous book, La Sagouine. The 
new book made literary history by Winning the prestigious prix 
Goncourt of France. The region financially assisted the visit to 
France by a delegation to participate in this honour to Acadian 


literature and culture, the presentation of the award to the author. 


Financial support was given to the first jeux d'Acadie which 
enabled 2,000 young athletes to participate in sporting activities 


at Moncton. 


With support from the region, the Fredericton Multicultural 
Association and the Moncton HELP Association provided assistance to 


Vietnamese refugees in their integration in Canadian society. 


The region and 100 members of the New Brunswick Association of 
Métis and Non-Status Indians sponsored an information project on the 


aboriginal rights of Native people in New Brunswick. 


The region provided assistance to the New Brunswick Association 
of Native Women organize a leadership training project in which 
approximately 15 Native women examined the important role they play 


in their community. 


Funds from the region enabled the Status of Women Committee of 
l'Association des enseignants francophones du Nouveau-Brunswick to 
hold information and training workshops for newly-elected liaison 


officers from each school district. 
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In Moncton, the region assisted in the establishment of the 


second New Brunswick centre for the victims of sexual assault. 
The Citizenship Court in Moncton granted Canadian citizenship 


touss2o s adults “and “142 “chididren” and” provided = 505. prootsmccn 


citizenship in New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. 
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ARTS AND CULTURE 


Arts and Culture Branch 


The Arts and Culture Branch is composed of three divisions: 
Cultural Industries; the Performing and Visual Arts, Museums and 


Heritage; and Broadcasting. 


The Cultural Industries Division includes film, book and 
periodical publishing, postal rates and classification affecting 
cultural products, records and crafts. Its primary objective is to 
promote increased access by Canadians to Canadian cultural products 
by ensuring the development and growth primarily of Canadian owned 


and controlled cultural industries. 


The second division was established to ensure the development 
of federal policy to increase the range and quality of the 
professional performing and visual arts by and for Canadians through 
grants and other means of assistance and encouragement. It also is 
concerned with museum services and the promotion, through policy 
recommendations, of increased Canadian access to, and participation 
in, the acquisition, conservation and exposition of their cultural 


heritage. 


The mandate of the Broadcasting Division is to provide advice 
on the development of policies to strengthen Canada's broadcasting 


industry, programming and services. 


Book Sales Incentives 


In book publishing, the Cultural Industries Division manages 


the Canadian Book Publishing Development Program which was redirect- 


ed from subsidizing the production of new books by Canadian-owned 
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publishers to providing incentive for marketing and distributing 
their books, in larger volumes and more effectively, both at home 


and abroad. 


Some $4.5 million was distributed to 60 Canadian-owned publish- 
ers in amounts varying from $7,000 to $500,000, based on the rela- 
tive eligible sales volumes of these firms. Regional distribution 
was such that distance from suppliers and markets was taken into 
account in the contribution formula, and firms from Ontario, Québec, 
British Columbia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia 


and Newfoundland participated in the program. 


Trade associations also were helped to carry out research and 
documentation projects in order to better serve the needs of their 
membership, and aid was given to publishers attending the Interna- 
tional Book Fairs to market their books and subsidiary rights in the 


international market place. 


To develop policy and program directions in consultation with 
the industry, two on-going industry/government committees were con- 
stituted: the Book Publishing Advisory Committee and the Foreign 


Fairs Committee. 


Fostering the Film Industry 


The Cultural Industries Division, in its mandate related to 
film, has recommended a number of actions during the year. The 
Secretary of State approved two film production applications under 
the Canada-France coproduction agreement, two under the Canada 
United Kingdom agreement, one under the Canada-Italy agreement and 
one involving both the Canada-France and the Canada-Israel 


agreement. 


Fifty-nine feature films and 628 short films and videotapes 


were certified as Canadian by the Canadian Film Certification Office 
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and thus were eligible for 100 per cent capital cost allowance under 


the Income Tax Regulations. 


Preliminary consultations were begun with industrial associa- 
tions on possible redefinition of "Canadian" to tighten criteria of 
eligibility for the capital cost allowance in cooperation with other 


agencies and departments of the federal government. 


The Film Festivals Bureau ensured Canadian participation in 111 
film festivals in 1979-80. At these festivals, Canadian producers 
had 800 films screened and won 160 awards. The bureau, in cooper- 
ation with other government departments and agencies, organized 38 
Special prestige screenings, involving 173 feature films and 272 
shorts. Once again, the bureau set up the marketing and press 
offices at the Cannes Film Festival, to promote and help sell 
Canadian films. The bureau also administered $250,000 in grants, 


which were distributed to 11 Canadian film festivals. 


Performing and Visual Arts 


The Performing and Visual Arts, Museums and Heritage Division 
advised the minister and maintained liaison with the following 
government agencies which report to parliament through the Secretary 
of State: the Canada Council, the National Arts Centre, the National 
Museums of Canada, the Public Archives of Canada, and the National 
Library. It is currently studying, in the context of the current 
review of federal cultural policy, a major report from the National 


Library with recommendations for its future development. 


The division was involved in the provision of special funding 
to the Public Archives to automate the management of the personal 
files of public documents, with a view to increasing public access 
in accordance with Canadian Human Rights legislation. It also 


assisted in the coordination of an inventory of archives in 20 
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communities across Canada, in collaboration with the Public 
Archives, the provinces and territories, and the Canada Employment 


and Immigration Commission/Department. 


The division also participated in interdepartmental committees 
reviewing recommendations on federal tax issues of concern to the 


arts community in Canada. 


Under the Capital Assistance Program for the Performing Arts, 
professional performing arts companies were provided with capital 
funding on a matching basis to construct new facilities, purchase 
facilities, renovate facilities and to purchase associated technical 
equipment, with a view to helping establish and maintain a national 


grid of performing arts facilities (Table 1). 
While there is no on-going program of sustaining grants to 


cultural and artistic organizations, support grants were awarded to 


two national service organizations (Table 2).

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Advice on Broadcasting 

The newly created Broadcasting Division advised the Secretary 
of State on legislation and the constitutional review, on many regu- 
latory matters involving the national broadcasting service and on 
general policy concerning the technological, financial and indus- 
trial structures of broadcasting. It also advised on how to 
strengthen and develop financial and creative viability invals three 
sectors of activity: production, distribution and exhibition, and on 
promoting increasing access for Canadian independent broadcast 


programming to Canadian and foreign audiences. 


Research and Statistics 

The Research and Statistics Division gathered and analyzed 
information to aid in the development of government policy on the 
arts and culture. Major areas of interest include: the broadcast- 
ing, publishing, film, recording and craft industries, the visual 
and performing arts and the museums, libraries and archives. Work 
was undertaken directly by the division and through the joint 
cultural statistics program financed by Secretary of State and 
carried out in cooperation with Statistics Canada. This program is 
associated with a number of surveys designed to collect data on 
individuals and companies involved in the creation, production, 
distribution and consumption of cultural goods. Statistics Canada 
also is responsible for analyzing the data and publishing and 


disseminating the results. 


The division has published the following research reports

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Preserving our Cultural Heritage 


The Movable Cultural Property Secretariat continued its 
supervision across the country of 343 Expert Examiners and 32 Permit 
Officers. During 1979-80, the second full year of operation under 


the legislation, 103 applications for export permits were processed. 


The program awarded 31 grants totalling $483,484.73 to enable 
designated institutions to patriate, repatriate, or retain in Canada 


cultural property related to the national heritage. 


The Canadian Cultural Property Export Review Board held five 
full-scale meetings during one of which it heard an appeal 
concerning two export permits. At two quorum meetings of the board 


16 other permit appeals were heard. 


The board considered 280 applications for certification of 
cultural property for tax purposes. It approved 276 applications 
through which designated Canadian institutions and public 


authorities acquired over $28 million worth of cultural property. 


Copyright Adviser 


The Copyright Adviser represented the department on the Inter- 
departmental Copyright Committee, chaired by Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs, which consults with the public sector with respect to 
revision of the Copyright Act. The departmental objectives are to 
ensure that copyright law, as a central policy element, facilitates 
cultural development and takes into account the interests of the 


creative and cultural communities. 


Festival Canada 


Our country's birthday celebrations encompassed a series of 


special events, for July 1, 1979. Some 1,217 communities, 546 more 
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than the previous year, held celebrations. A Arotale ots 1202 
communities were twinned, exchanging ideas and programs such as 
poster contests and picnic recipes. Some 140 sports events were 


reported in and around July 1. 


Among the more well attended events were "Canada Sings! 
attended by some 5,000 people in Vancouver June 30; opening 
ceremonies of the canoe/kayak world championships at Jonquiére, 
Québec, attended by 15,000 people; the Grand Prix Canada at 
Montréal, with an attendance of 25,000; a Concert under the Stars on 


the Plains of Abraham, Québec City, which attracted 18,000 people. 


Thene twashay total .ofs 17 Special citizenship ceremonies 
across Canada during the week, at which a large number of applicants 


were granted Canadian citizenship. 


Fifty-six Francophone communities outside Québec held more than 
114. special events. Eleven Native communities also organized 


birthday celebrations. 


Events in the National Capital Region included an ecumenical 
Christian worship service and a Special stage presentation on 
Parliament Hill July 1, which was televised throughout Canada by the 


CBC's French and English networks. 
Protocol and Special Events 


The Protocol and Special Events Division coordinated the visit 
of His Royal Highness The Prince of Wales to British Columbia, 
Manitoba and Ontario in April 1979; the visit of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth The Queen Mother to Nova Scotia and Ontario in June and 
July 19793; the visit of His Royal Highness The Duke of Kent to 
Ontario in May 19793; the visit of Her Royal Highness The Princess 


Anne to Ontario in November 1979; the visit. of His. Royal Highness 
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The Prince of Wales to British Columbia in April 1980, and the visit 
of Her Royal Highness Princess Alexandra to Ontario and British 


Columbia in April and May 1980. 


On the advice of the department, Her Majesty The Queen granted 
the prefix Royal to the Newfoundland Constabulary Force which is now 


to be known as the Royal Newfoundland Constabulary. 


The division organized the state funeral of the late The Right 
Honourable donniG. Diesenbakers PeG.,nCels, O.Ce, M.P., Former Ferme 


Minister of Canada, who died in Ottawa on August 16, 1979. 


The lying-in-state took place in the Hall of Honour of the 
Parliament Building and was followed by a funeral service ate Christ 
Church Cathedral on August 19. From Ottawa, the mortal remains were 
sent to Saskatoon on a funeral train with numerous stops made on the 
way for people to pay their respects. A burial service was held in 
Saskatoon for Mr. and Mrs. Diefenbaker with the interment on the 


grounds of the University of Saskatchewan. 


More than 30,000 persons filed past the remains in the Hall of 
Honour, and some 20,000 persons lined the road as the train passed 
by. Books of condolence were provided at the Hall of Honour and at 


the train stops: over 31,000 signatures were recorded. 


The division assisted in the organization of the gala concert 
and reception held at the National Arts Centre in Ottawa on the 
oceasion of the 25th annual meeting of the North Atlantic Assembly 


in October 1979. 


The division participated in the installation of The Honourable 
Frank Lynch-Staunton, Lieutenant-Governor of Alberta, and The 
Honourable Joseph-Aubin Dorion, Lieutenant-Governor of Prince Edward 


Island.

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The division assisted in arranging accommodation facilities, 
convening members for the meetings and looking after the hospitality 
required by the Consultative Committee on Cultural Policy for its 


monthly two-day meetings beginning in November 1979. 


Wreaths were provided by the division on behalf of the 
Government of Canada to mark the anniversary of the death of Sir 
John A. Macdonald on June 6 at the Cataraqui Cemetary in Kingston, 
Ontario and also on January 11, to mark the anniversary of his 


birth, at the monument in Hamilton, Ontario. 


The division arranged the loan, to Sports Canada, of a bronze 
replica of The Olympic Shield by Tait MacKenzie for display in its 
offices. The shield had been presented by the Prime Minister to Her 
Majesty the Queen in 1976 on behalf of the people of Canada when she 
opened the Montreal Olympic Games and the replica was made under 


Supervision of the division. 


The division provides the Chairman and the Secretary of the 
Committee on the Use of Parliament Hill. Requests by a variety of 
organizations to use the Parliament Hill grounds for demonstrations, 


displays or performances have been processed on a daily basis. 


Some 10,000 requests for messages from His Excelleney the 
Governor General and the Prime Minister on the occasion of birthdays 
and wedding anniversaries were processed by the division. On behalf 
of Her Majesty The Queen, the division sent congratulatory messages 
to 2,250 couples celebrating their 60th (or more) wedding 


anniversaries and to 845 Canadians aged 100 years or over. 
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SECTOR OF THE SENIOR ASSISTANT UNDER SECRETARY 


Post-Secondary Education 


The Education Support Programs Branch continued to administer 
two programs of post-secondary education fiscal transfers, and the 
Canada Student Loans Program. A separate report on the latter 


program is tabled annually by the Secretary of State. 


Under the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program, the 
Secretary of State makes payments to provincial and territorial 
governments in amounts allocated by the Minister of Finance. This 
is one of three established programs authorized in Part VI of the 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Established Program 
Financing Act, 1977. The other two relate to medicare and hospital 
insurance. Federal contributions under these programs take the form 
of cash payments and a tax transfer - a reduction of federal taxes 


to allow an equivalent increase of provincial taxes. 


Table 3 shows a preliminary calculation of provincial entitle- 
ments under the Post-Secondary Education Financing Program for the 


fiscal year 1979-80. 


Final provincial returns of operating expenditures submitted 
under Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 
1972 were processed under the Post-Secondary Education Adjustment 
Payments Program, which ended on March 31, 1977. Examination of 
final returns during the year resulted in supplementary payments of 


$25,900,000 to the provinces. 
Support for Canadian Studies 
Latesein 21978,* in tline<withsits continuing interest in Canadian 


Studies, the department began a three-year program of financial 


Support to Canadian Studies which facilitate self-knowledge and

understanding among Canadians of various regions and cultural back- 
grounds. Funds were provided for the development of new material 
for general public and classroom studies of Canadian social and 
cultural development and history, and the Canadian economic and 
political system; for regional workshops and national conferences, 


and to promote interest and involvement in Canadian Studies. 
Grants totalling $575,000 were given to the Canada Studies 


Foundation for elementary and secondary schools, to the Association 


of Canadian Community Colleges for non-university post-secondary 
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schools and to the Association for Canadian Studies for the univer- 


sity community. 


Federal-Provincial Task Forces 


In October, 1979, the Secretary of State and the provincial 
ministers of education agreed to establish four federal-provincial 
task forces to examine the following matters: government assistance 
to post-secondary students; new agreements on federal financial 
assistance to the provinces for the official languages in education; 
the renegotiation of existing agreements with provinces for citizen- 
ship and official language instruction for immigrants, and the use 
of communications satellites in education. The task forces will be 
submitting reports jointly to the Secretary of State and the Council 
of Ministers of Education, Canada (CMEC) in 1980-81. 


Liaison and Coordination 


The branch also participated in interdepartmental and federal- 
provincial meetings and discussions on educational matters, and 


liaised with national educational associations. 


Representatives of the branch plaved an active part in Canadian 
delegations to the Education Committee of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD), the UNESCO European 
Regional Convention on the Recognition of Studies, Diplomas and 
Degrees concerning Higher Education, and the International Confer- 
ence on Education of the International Bureau of Education (IBE). 
For the latter conference the branch collaborated with provincial 
education authorities in the preparation of a report entitled 
"Educati ony <in.sCanada"t. In collaboration with the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada (AUCC), and the Canadian 
Commission for UNESCO, the department contributed to a study on 
inter-university cooperation in Europe being carried out by the 
European Centre for Higher Education of UNESCO. 
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The branch also cooperated with the Department of External 
Affairs and provincial education authorities, to negotiate and im- 
plement an agreement to develop educational exchanges between Canada 
and the People's Republic of China. More than 150 Chinese scholars 


entered Canadian institutions as a result of this agreement. 
Official Languages in Education 


Under the terms of two successive federal-provincial agreements 
on official languages in education, the department assisted the 
provinces and territories financially, at all educational levels, to 
provide official language minority education and second official 
language instruction. The latest agreements expired in March 1979. 
At a meeting of the Secretary of State with the Council of Ministers 
of Education, Canada in October, 1979, a federal-provincial task 
force was established to develop proposals for a new five-year 
agreement. Pending completion of the negotiations, funding for 
1979-80 was provided under interim arrangements for both formula and 
non-formula programs. Payments to the Northwest Territories and the 
Yukon are made under separate arrangements with the territorial 


governments. 


Formula Payments 


Funding through formula payments is calculated according to 
instruction costs and student participation rates. For example, 
under the formula for assistance to minority language education at 
the elementary and secondary levels, 4a percentage of the average 
annual provincial per student cost is paid to provinces with respect 
to each student who is studying in the minority language on a 
full-time basis. Similarly, assistance for second official language 
teaching is based on a percentage of the cost per student enrolled 
in such instruction and takes into account the amount of time spent 


studying the second official language. Additional assistance in the 
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form of a percentage of the provincial per student cost, based on 
the total number of minority official language school-aged children 
in the province, is provided for the administrative costs relative 
to the provision of minority official language education. At the 
post-secondary level, a percentage of the annual provincial operat- 
ing grant to eligible post-secondary institutions is paid to the 
provinces to assist in the provision of minority language education. 
A further contribution is made with respect to capital expenditures 
relating to minority language education at the post-secondary 


level. 


The same formula programs in effect under the last agreements 
were continued in 1979-80, but were limited to total payments of 
$140 million for 1979-80. 


An additional amount of $5,853,308 was paid to provinces as 


adjustments for formula payments in respect of previous years. 


Non Formula Programs 


All provinces participated in various non-formula programs for 
Which a total of $30.4 million was budgeted for 1979-80. The allo- 
cation for each province was recommended by the provinces through 
the Council of Ministers of Education, Canada, and agreed to by the 


Secretary of State. 


Through the Special Projects Program, federal contributions 
designed to assist the provincial governments to develop and expand 
minority official language education and second official language 
instruction, in areas identified by the provinces as needing special 
attention, amounted to $13,721,080 for 249 projects. The projects 
funded were required to represent an innovation or an addition to 
programs already in existence, or else respond to a pressing need 


which would otherwise have remained unanswered. Examples of such 
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projects are the implementation of new core French programs, teacher 
upgrading, community college courses, development of teaching mate- 
rials, immersion programs, evening courses for adults, university 
courses, and educational television programming. Funding is 
provided on a cost-sharing basis, with the federal government's 


share normally not exceeding 50 per cent of total project costs. 


Other non-formula programs administered in cooperation with the 
provinces provide financial assistance to individuals. Under the 
Fellowship Program, the department spent $2,552,179 on bursaries for 
post-secondary students to pursue studies in their second official 
language, or to undertake studies in their own language if the 
students belonged to an official language minority group inena 
province. An amount of $39,015 was spent on travel bursaries for 
students unable to pursue studies in their first official language 
in their province of residence or within commuting distance. Other 
bursaries totalling $2,269,644 were awarded to second or minority 
official language teachers to upgrade their language or pedagogical 


Sis. 


Assistance also is provided to the provinces for the establish- 
ment and support of minority language teacher training institutes 
and for the improvement of provincial language training centres. 
Contributions totalling $957,000 were paid to the provinces of Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Manitoba and Alberta in support Ofe.the 
institutes at l'Université Ste-Anne, l'Université de Moncton, le 
Collége St-Boniface, and la Faculté St-Jean. Provincial language 


training centres in five provinces received a total of $439,181. 


Two programs for language learning are administered by the 
Council of Ministers of Education, Canada and the provinces on 
behalf of the department. Disbursements for the Summer Language 
Bursary Program, which provides awards to enable students to take 


intensive summer courses in their second official language, totalled 
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$5,841,643. Expenditures for the Official Language Monitor Program, 
which remunerates several hundred post-secondary students for 
assisting language teachers while undertaking post-secondary studies 
in the milieu of their second official language, were $3,871,941. 
The Yukon and the Northwest Territories received financial 
assistance of $169,243 for activities such as fellowships, teacher 
bursaries, northern allowances for second language monitors and the 


hiring of French consultants in 1979-80. 
Renegotiation 


The federal-provincial task force will continue its work in 
1980-81 on the new five-year agreements. The Secretary of State and 
provincial ministers already have accepted the task force's recom- 


mendation to continue the various non-formula programs in 1980-81. 
Language Acquisition Deve lopment 


The guidelines for the Language Acquisition Development Program 
were revised to concentrate Support, previously available for 
language research, on projects dealing with the compilation and 
dissemination of information. In 1979-80, eleven contributions 
totalling $254,868 were awarded to institutions and associations for 
compiling and disseminating information on second official language 
teaching and learning and official language minority education. 
Recipients included Canadian Parents for French, TESL-CANADA (A 
Federation of those concerned with the teaching of English as a 
Second Language/Dialect in Canada), and l'Association canadienne 


d'éducation de langue francaise. 
Queen Elizabeth Silver Jubilee Endowment Awards 


Under the terms of a contract, the Association of Universities 


and Colleges of Canada administers on behalf of the department the 
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Queen Elizabeth Silver Jubilee Endowment Fund, a program of scholar- 
ships to encourage study in one of the second official languages at 
the post-secondary level. Recipients of the first four scholar- 
ships, each for $4,000, have been chosen and will receive the awards 


in the 1980-81 academic year. 


Audit, Evaluation and Coordination of Planning 


Toward the end of the fiscal year, the Audit, Evaluation and 
Coordination of Planning Branch was created to establish a central 
focus for planning within the department. It combined the already 
existing Internal Audit and Program Evaluation Directorate with the 
newly created Coordination of Planning Unit. While policy, program 
and operational planning continue to be carried out in each program 
area (Citizenship and Official Languages, Arts and Culture, 
Education Support and Translation), the new function provides 


greater departmental coordination of planning among sectors. 


The main thrust of the Internal Audit and Program Evaluation 
Directorate's effort was to support the Comptroller General of 
Canada's Improved Management Practices and Control Survey of the 
department. This survey was completed and a report presented to the 
under secretary in February 1980. Intensive planning for the 
follow-up to the recommendations contained in the report is in 


progress. 


Among a number of significant evaluations, Festival Canada was 
studied to determine the extent to which it met its objectives and 
had an impact on the Canadian population. A report was submitted to 
the Secretary of State and advice given on the future of this 
activity. The directorate also conducted a major evaluation of the 
TAUM/AVIATION Automated Translation System in order to determine the 
future orientation of this unique research effort by the department. 
A five-year plan for evaluating 48 program activities of the 


department was near completion by the end of the fiscal year. 
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The Internal Audit Directorate concentrated its effort on the 
audit of the Post-Secondary Education claims by provinces while 
conducting a number of internal audits in the department. External 
audits of the Canadian Council for Christians and Jews and of the 
Canadian Folk Arts Council were also completed. Moreover, work was 
started on the development of a five-year audit plan concentrating 
on the performance of program delivery operations as well as the 


efficiency of internal operations, services and control. 


Coordinating Services 


The Expedition of Plans, Cabinet Secretariat Liaison and 
Briefings Directorate was formed in Februarv, 1980 to provide 


coordination in area of concern to more than one sector. 


It acted as the control centre for cabinet documents and 
Treasury Board submissions and has maintained liaison with cabinet 
committees, particularly the Cabinet Committee on Social Development 


and the Committee of Deputy Ministers on Social Development. 


The directorate has coordinated the preparation of a variety of 
briefing materials for the Secretary of State and senior officials, 
including material required for the Parliamentary Committee on 


Communications and Culture. 
It also has assumed responsibility, in conjunction with the 


Audit, Evaluation and Planning Branch, for scheduling and monitoring 


development of long term and current year operational plans. 
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FITNESS AND AMATEUR SPORT 


In June 1979, responsibility for the Fitness and Amateur Sport 
Act of 1961 was transferred from the Department of National Health 


and Welfare to the Secretary of State.¥* 


Through a contributions system, the branch funded approximately 
170 national amateur sport, recreation and fitness agencies, as well 
as over 900 individual athletes for a total of $25,596,904 in the 
1979-80 fiscal year. The National Sport and Recreation Centre, 
Ine., which provides administration, technical and promotional 
services for 57 such associations, received $2,432,000 for this 


purpose. 
Sport Canada 


Through its Game Plan Athlete Assistance Program and 
Grants-in-Aid to Student Athletes, Sport Canada provided a total of 
$2,472,250 to 980 athletes to assist them with their educational, 
living and training costs to allow for continuing competitive 


programs without causing undue financial stress to the athletes. 


Largely through its support of the Coaching Association of 
Canada, approximately $1,647,172 went toward the development and 
implementation of quality coaching apprenticeship and certification 


programs in Canada. 


In February 1980, Canadian athletes won two medals at the 1980 
Winter Olympics in Lake Placid, New York. The branch provided funds 
that enabled athletes to attend a variety of national and 
international competitions, such as national and world 


championships. The branch contributed a total of $400,000 for the 


* This responsibility was transferred to the Department of Labour 


in June 1980. 
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staging of seven world championships in Canada including the final 


1980 World Ski Cup event at Lake Louise, Alberta. 


Recreation Canada 


Thirty-seven Native people's associations received Recreation 
Canada funding of $1,117,555 for administration and development of 
sport and recreation programs for status and non-status Indians, 
Métis and Inuit. Emphasis was placed on leadership training 


programs and skill teaching clinics. 


Recreation Canada produced a play leadership training package 
to fill the demand for effective resource materials for the training 
of play leaders and to encourage training programs. 

In 1979-80, McMaster University received $28,700 for a sport 
and physical activity program for 450 young people in a high 
density, low-income public housing project. The rate of skill 
development is being compared with that “of children @inevmone 


advantageous environments. 


Recreation Canada contributed $2,215,133 to associations 
involved in sport, fitness and recreation programs for the mentally 


and physically disabled. 


Sport Participation Canada (ParticipAction), a private, 
non-profit organization, received $545,000 to continue its marketing 
and media promotion of health and fitness through proper physical 


activity. 


Fitmess Canada 


In 1979-80, Fitness Canada re-evaluated and updated a number of 
its fitness "packages" for Canadians. The Canada Fitness Award, an 
incentive program for youngsters seven to 17 years of age, was 


converted to metric, as well as having its test norms updated and 
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the tests themselves revised. The popular Exercise Break package, a 
Simple exercise program to music for use in the school, workplace, 
or club, has been modified for individual use in the home as the 
record "Take a Break", The MFIiC-Kit", a fitness package and record 
designed to assess one's cardio-vascular fitness and encourage a 


sensible fitness program, was also given a fresh new approach. 


In 1979, Fitness Canada was asked by the Canadian Labour 
Congress to help initiate a lifestyle and fitness project within a 
two-week training course in Thunder Bay, Ontario. The success of 
this venture resulted in the branch giving demonstrations for other 


courses reaching some 750 labour leaders. 


Two Fitness Canada publications were produced for two very 
different "publics". More than 80,000 copies of "Moving Into The 
Teens", a fitness booklet for teenagers, were distributed rapidly 
and a reprint initiated. The older Canadian has been highlighted in 
a two-booklet series, "Don't Take Tt Easy", which provides 
information and motivation to senior Canadians for the safe and 


effective pursuit of fitness. 
Administration and Program Services 


Both the Canada Fitness Award and the Sport Demonstration 
programs reach out to ae wide variety of Canadians with the 
encouraging message of a _ better lifestyle through fitness and 
Sport. The latter's "sport fair" program takes its theme directly 


to communities across Canada in four 40-foot vans. 
As part of the International Year of the Child, a sport art 


display by children of Canada and the Commonwealth visited 11 


cities. 
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The special spirit of international amateur sport competition 
was celebrated in the official 1978 Commonwealth Games film "Going 


the Distance", 
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THE TRANSLATION BUREAU 


The implementation of various measures developed over previous 
years enabled the Translation Bureau to consolidate relations with 
its clientele of federal departments and agencies, and to increase 
the quality and effectiveness of its translation and terminology 
services, while beginning to explore new horizons relating bo 


language services. 


Regarding translation and interpretation, the volume of 
production decreased due to the reduced demand, which may be 
attributed to the decline of parliamentary and governmental 
activities. However, the renewal of activity during the last 
quarter of the fiscal year brought a return to the frantic pace of 


earlier years. 


The bureau translated, in 1979-80, some 225 million words, 
compared with 254 million in the previous year, and provided 8,340 
interpreter-days, in comparison with 12,742 in 1978-79. As a result 
it spent considerably less on free-lance translation and managed to 
absorb a reduction in personnel from 1,908 in March 1979 to 1,844 at 
the end of March 1980. 


The bureau also was able to turn its attention to clearing up 
some of the backlog resulting from the surfeit of earlier requests, 
to refining its operating methods, to rationalizing demand with the 
close cooperation of its customers and, particularly, to improving 


the quality of its services. 
Serving the Deaf 


In November 1979, a new service was established to provide sign 
language interpretation throughout the Public Service, designed 


mainly so that Canadians suffering from a hearing handicap might 
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communicate more effectively with the government. The experience of 


the first few months bodes well for the popularity of this service. 


The bureau pursued the program begun two years ago providing 
for development of its translators, emphasizing the professional 
advancement of its members and flexibility in its operations. On 
one hand, it promoted the professional autonomy and team spirit of 
its translators by pursuing training programs and the gradual 
implementation of a system of more flexible working conditions. On 
the other hand, the consolidation of client relations, a result of 
the previous year's reorganization, began to bear fruit in the form 
of improved mutual understanding and greater satisfaction among 
client departments and agencies. These efforts were enhanced by the 


publication of Getting the Message Across / D'une langue a l'autre, 
the first official guide put out by the bureau for its customers. 


Word-processing machines were assigned to some translators on a 
trial basis. To date, the experiment has proved worthwhile with 


regard to both service and quality. 


The bureau continued to develop machine translation in 
cooperation with the University of Montreal. The work on the 
translation of aircraft maintenance manuals is undergoing a 
technical assessment, to be followed by a feasibility study. The 
future of research on the TAUM system will depend on the outcome of 


these two studies. 


In addition to providing translation and interpretation in 
official and native languages, the bureau participated, through its 
multilingual services, in cultural and other exchanges between 
Canada and countries abroad, and in marketing Canadian products 


throughout the world. 
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Terminology Bank 


The bureau continued to develop the Canadian Government's 
terminology bank and is working with the International Information 
Centre for Terminology (Infoterm) to set up an international network 
of terminology. The purpose of this work is to improve capability 
in order to better meet the needs of its users. The Canadian 
network now comprises 72 terminals, six of which have been installed 
in the private sector to operate in accordance with clearly defined 


terms of cooperation established with the bureau. 


The bureau combined its vocabularv standardization and 
terminology services, thus demonstrating the complementary nature of 
the two activities. With the participation of national and foreign 
institutions, it promoted research for new techniques’ and 


improvement in work methods in this field. 


Through its professional and scientific activities in 
translation, terminology and language matters, close relations were 
maintained with a number of specialized institutions and 
organizations at home and abroad. In the course of the year, the 
bureau pursued its bursary program for translation students in seven 
Canadian universities, for both French and English languages. It 
also took part in the work of the Commission of the European 
Communities, the Eighth French Language Biennial, the France-Canada 
Joint Commission on Cultural Agreements (in connection with 
scientific and technical terminology), the International 
Standardization Organization (ISO) and the Conseil international de 


la langue francaise (CILF). 
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In addition to monitoring the quality of its own texts, the 
bureau took the first steps toward establishing a language 
consulting service. Mindful of the wealth of skills at its 
disposal, the bureau also began an in-depth study of the role it 
might play in other fields related to language, without requiring 
additional resources, thereby affording government and Canadian 
society the opportunity to derive full benefit of its expertise in 
both the official languages and others required in the cultural, 


commercial and diplomatic interests of the country.

ADMINISTRATION AND CENTRAL SERVICES SECTOR 


Effective February 1, 1980, the responsibilities for the 
following departmental services were consolidated under’ one 
Assistant Under Secretary of State: Administrative Services, 
Computer Services, Security, Organization and Methods, Personnel 
Administration, Finance, Legal Services, Library, Ministerial and 


Departmental Liaison Services and Communications. 
Personnel Administration 


The Personnel Administration Branch is responsible for normal 
activities in classification, Staffing, staff relations, staff 
training and development, official languages and the administration 


of pay and benefits. 


During the year the general trend was to involve to a greater 
extent senior management and managers and to make them accountable 
for the preparation and implementation of action plans for women, 
Natives and the handicapped. The Assistant under Secretaries of 
State shared responsibilities for the 1980-81 Action Plan for Equal 
Opportunity for Women. Under the Native People Action Plan 18 
Native employees voluntarily identified themselves and are working 
together with their managers and the Personnel Administration Branch 
to formulate and establish a career plan for each one of them. A 
Special recruitment program started in March 1980 to facilitate the 


recruitment of handicapped people. 


The annual report and action plan of the Special Language 
Programs were presented to Treasury Board on October 31, 1979. The 
plan is being implemented to provide equal status in the department 
to both official languages with regard to service to the public and 


language of work. 
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A Management Planning Policy was developed and managers are 
being provided with the information needed to establish more 


effectively their short and long term plans for human resources. 


In the context of the budgetary restrictions which prevented 
many employees from attending outside courses the Training and 


Development Division increased the number of its internal courses. 


Combined Services 


The Management Systems and Services Branch comprises four 
directorates: Organization and Methods, Security, Computer Services 


and Administrative Services. 


The Organization and Methods Directorate participated ins OGeLed 
studies aimed at work simplification and workload measurement, 
establishment of systems and _ procedures, and organizational 
analysis. With the increasing use of word processing equipment, it 
has reviewed all equipment requests, recommended specific equipment 
to meet managers' needs and established machine usage records 


systems. 


The Computer Services Directorate conducted some major 


data processing projects: 


. Canada Student Loans Program to streamline and redesign the 
current system to better meet the needs of the program 

. Citizenship Registration Index to computerize the process in 
order to reduce the request handling time 

« Beanslation Bureau's Data System to provide more 
comprehensive data capture and better reporting of the 
statistics required for improved work measurement 

. Financial Allotment Commitment Control to provide assistance 


to the Finance Branch 
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- Departmental Research Committee, to provide econometric 


computing services in support of research. 


The following activities took place in Administrative Services 

during the year: 

- Review of the Forms Design and Control Section to reduce and 
control paperwork, and the subsequent cancellation of 95 
forms 

- Photocopier replacements for an estimated annual saving of 
$100,000 

- Establishment of a new, semi-automated requisition/purchase 
control system to process requisitions for all purchases from 
the Department of Supply and Services 

. Establishment of a single control centre for manuals and 
directives 

- Conversion of 125,000 alphabetical case files in the Canada 
Student Loans Program to a terminal digit numerical filing 
system to expedite access and retrieval 

- Initiation of a project to include all departmental records 
in centrally controlled file classification systems by the 
fall of 1980 to ensure and facilitate access to records 

- Assumption of the privacy coordination function and the 
subsequent processing of 63 requests under Part IV of the 


Canadian Human Rights Act. 


Towards the end of the fiscal year the Information Management 
Directorate was formed to reflect the increasing importance of 
information and records management and to increase the department's 
capacity to respond to the pending access to information 


legislation. 


Increased Financial Control 
Additional financial officers appointed at headquarters and in 
the newly established regional offices of New Brunswick, Manitoba, 


Saskatchewan and Alberta helped increase financial control and 
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accountability for grants and contributions. This permitted the 
Finance Branch to conduct more in-depth financial analysis of 


grants, contributions and transfer payments to provinces. 


More emphasis was put on budgetary control of funds. Managers 
were requested to reallocate funds from available resources for the 


financing of new initiatives. 


Communications 


The Creative Services Directorate was responsible for writing, 
editing, planning and expediting the design and production of 77 new 
publications, 16 reprints, and various other printed matter for all 


departmental sectors. 


Writing services included editing and revising speeches, publi- 
eations and reports, and preparing information about the department 


for use in such external publications as directories and handbooks. 


The Public Inquiries section answered 6,399 telephone and 
written requests for information and publications, and distributed 


1,461,767 copies of publications. 


The Media Relations Division responded to some 300 requests for 
information from the news media concerning departmental activities 
and programs. It also arranged news conferences and interviews with 
the Secretary of State, the Minister of State for Multiculturalism 


and other senior members of the department. 


The division produced and distributed 45 news releases, distri- 
buted 10 speeches, and responded to forty parliamentary questions 
asked of the Secretary of State and the Minister of State for Multi- 
culturalism during three months of parliamentary sittings by solici- 


ting replies from the department and agencies reporting to Parlia- 
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ment through the Secretary of State, and coordinating the replies 


for the minister's signature. 


The Communications Branch provided media relations and 
photographic support for the visit of Her Royal Highness The 


Princess Anne, November 12 to 18, 1979. 


Media relations and photographic support also were accorded the 
State funeral rites, funeral train and burial of the late The Right 
Honourable John G. Dietenbaker, PeC., CH Q.C., M.P., former Prime 


Minister of Canada.

The Correspondence Directorate handled and prepared replies to 
7,390 letters addressed direct to the Secretary of State or the 
Minister of State for Multiculturalism.

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1 INTRODUCTION 


The presentation of the 1980-81 annual report is different from 
those of previous years. Instead of simply chronicling the activities 
of the department, the report this year is designed to describe the 
mandate of the Department of the Secretary of State and the manner in 
which it has discharged its responsibilities in 1980-81. As a result, 
programs and activities are not described to reflect the internal 
structure of the department's various branches, but are placed in the 
perspective of the major sociocultural objectives pursued by the 
Canadian government. Thus, each program is placed in context before 


its activities are described. 


One of the government's priorities is to foster a sense of 
belonging to Canada. The Department of the Secretary of State 
contributes to meeting this objective by encouraging Full 
participation of citizens in Canadian society and by facilitating 


communication and offering financial and technical assistance. 


Indeed, the department's programs are designed to help the 
largest possible number of citizens to understand and appreciate the 
advantages, rights and responsibilities associated with full 
participation in Canadian society. The challenge of such participa- 
tion is met when communication between citizens takes place on a 
national scale - for example, through voluntary associations that, 
while concerned with local problems, share common objectives. 
Furthermore, communication on a national scale is strengthened through 


the dialogue between the federal and provincial governments. 


This report examines the activities of the Department of the 
Secretary of State in terms of their influence on various aspects of 
national life as they affect the individual, groups and Canadian 
society. The last section discusses departmental services common to 


the various programs. 


While the day-to-day activities of the department in 1980-81 
continued as in past years (except for the transfer of the Arts and 
Culture Sector to the Department of Communications), the period was 
one of reflection, examination and planning. The department undertook 
an in-depth examination of its mandate and orientation, established a 
long-term plan, produced a statement of its major priorities and a 


definition of its principal areas of activity. 
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PART ONE: THE INDIVIDUAL 


1 Roots of a Sense of Belonging 


The mandate of the Department of the Secretary of State is to 
encourage and develop in citizens and prospective citizens a sense of 
belonging to Canada. This feeling is rooted in a person's awareness 
and appreciation of the values, rights and advantages associated with 
the Canadian way of life; the individual then develops according to 
the quality of the environment and the opportunities encountered in 


everyday life. 


Although all people are equal before the law, not all are born 
with the same opportunities; it is for this reason that various levels 
of government seek to work towards a degree of equality between 
individuals, groups and regions of the country. The programs of the 
Department of the Secretary of State are designed to encourage equal 
Opportunity by helping the citizen participate fully and actively in 


the community in Canadian society as a whole. 
2 Rights, Freedoms and Responsibilities 


The rethinking that took place in 1980-81 led to a decision to 
increase the department's involvement in citizens' rights and basic 
freedoms. Although such involvement focuses on the individual, it is 
also concerned with groups and with relations between Canadian society 


and international agencies. 


For many years, the objective of the Human Rights Program has 
been to reduce or eliminate discrimination against certain sections of 
society such as women, ethnocultural groups and linguistic minorities 
to enable everyone to participate fully in Canadian society. In 1980- 
81, the department coordinated the preparation of Canada's report to 
the United Nations on implementation of the International Covenant on 
Economic, Social and Cultural Rights (Sections 6 to 9), and a fifth 


report on implementation of the International Convention on the 


Elimination of all forms of Racial Discrimination. Decisions on 
Canadian involvement at the international level and in the United 
Nations Human Rights Committee were systematically reviewed at a 
federal-provincial ministerial conference in February 1981. In its 
Human Rights Program, the department allocated a little more than 


$500,000 in grants to approximately 30 non-governmental agencies. 
3 Youth Programs 


No section devoted to the individual should fail to stress 
departmental activities directly affecting young people: the activi- 
ties of the Citizens' Participation Program. Because the education 
Support programs and activities that have benefited many young 
Canadians represent such a large portion of the departmental budget, 
these programs are discussed separately in Section 9 of the report, 


“Education Support Programs and Activities." 


The Open House Canada Program organizes exchanges between groups 
and various regions throughout Canada. In 1980-81, this program 
enabled some 30,000 young Canadians between 14 and 22 years of age to 
spend one week in another province sometimes with families of 
cultural backgrounds different from their own. As in past years, 
applications significantly exceeded the number of available places - 
an indication of the program's success among young Canadians. Some of 
the exchanges were directly subsidized by the Department of the 
Secretary of State, which allocated a little over $6 million for this 
purpose. Offers were organized by non-governmental agencies for which 


the department provided an additional $4 million. 


The Katimavik Program (Katimavik is an Inuit word meaning 
“meeting place") is for young people between 17 and 21 years of age. 
The teamwork activities are directed mainly toward community services 
and concentrate on energy conservation and environmental protection. 
The program also is designed to help young people learn one of the 
official languages and to gain first-hand experience of different 


regions of the country. The 1980-81 program budget was $8.8 million.

During 1980-81, the department also participated in the Summer 
Youth Employment Program, sponsored by the Department of Employment 
and Immigration. A total of 318 projects was subsidized at a cost of 
$5-/ million. These projects provided work for nearly 2,500 Canadian 
Students. In 1980-81, unlike past years, the projects were approved 
on a regional basis, thus requiring an increased involvement by the 


department's regional offices. 
4 Canadian Citizenship 


Every year, thousands of immigrants decide to become Canadian 
citizens. In 1980, the citizenship courts across the country welcomed 
118,590 new citizens. In addition, 43,232 Canadians received citizen- 
ship certificates as proof of their status. Among the other services 
offered to immigrants by the Citizenship Registration Branch is a new- 


ly published booklet on dual citizenship. 


The department continued to administer the Federal-Provincial 
Agreements on Citizenship and Language Instruction and the Language 
Textbooks Agreements. These agreements are designed to facilitate the 
adaptation and integration of adult immigrants into Canadian society 
and prepare them for citizenship. The measures they recommend help 
develop a sense of belonging in new immigrants by enabling them to 


participate actively in Canadian life. 


Under these agreements, the provinces and territories offer 
immigrants language and citizenship courses which enable them to 
acquire a basic knowledge of French or English and receive elementary 
instruction on Canadian political and social structures, geography and 
the ways and customs of the Canadian people. The Department of the 
Secretary of State reimburses the provinces and territories for one- 
half of the teachers' salaries and may pay up to the full cost of the 
necessary textbooks. The amount spent on this program totalled $3.8 
million in 1980-81. 


In 1980, the Department of the Secretary of State participated in 
a Federal-Provincial Task Force on Citizenship and Language Agreement 
Programs for Immigrant Children. This task force submitted a 


preliminary report on the first part of its mandate in July 1980. 


Citizenship Week, which precedes Canada's Birthday, was celebrat- 
ed with ceremonies throughout the country. In addition, offices of 
the Citizenship Registration Branch throughout the country continued 
to assist in the annual citizenship program organized for young 
Canadians by the Rotary Club of Ottawa and the 4-H Clubs. The 
Department of the Secretary of State also participated with the 
Saskatchewan Department of Education in celebrating Saskatchewan's 
75th anniversary. During “Celebrate Saskatchewan Week” from October 
13-17 1980, the Citizenship Registration Branch provided brochures and 


documentation on citizenship. 


Other departmental activities relating to citizenship, as it 
applies to groups, are described in Part Two, Section SOs tiie 


report. 
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PART TWO: THE GROUP 


Part One of this report deals with the department's activities 
relating to individual rights, freedoms and equal opportunities. The 
second part discusses these activities as they relate to various 


cultural and social groups. 


The sense of belonging to a pluralistic collectivity develops 
from an initial identification with a smaller group. Thus our premise 
is that individuals first identify with their family and cultural 
community, from which they gain personal Maturity and cultural 
security. At ease with their origins, they may then open up to other 
dimensions of their Canadian identity without feeling threatened by 


the discovery of cultural values different from their own. 


Some of the department's programs are designed to create and 
maintain conditions that encourage citizens to identify with their 
cultural group, while at the same time encouraging them to participate 
fully in Canadian life. This, for example, is one of the character- 
istics of the multiculturalism programs and of activities designed for 
Native citizens. Other programs are aimed at the general public, 
especially social groups such as women's and community groups, which 


may need support in integrating into society. 
i) Variety of Social Groups and Diversity of Programs 


Within its group assistance programs, the Department of the 
Secretary of State conducts a variety of activities. In certain cases 
the organization of the group is facilitated; in others, activities 
are financed, in whole or in part; and, in a third category, exchanges 


with other groups are encouraged. 
Grants provided by the department enable groups to structure 


their activities and express their points of view more clearly. Its 


interaction with groups enables the department to stay in touch with 


a 
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ee 


social change and to plan measures which seek to rectify or prevent 


unsatisfactory situations. 


The Core Funding Program for Native citizen associations is 
designed to help in the operation of basic administrative structures 
of national, provincial or territorial associations. It enables the 
associations to formulate policies and programs that meet the needs of 
Native people and to promote their cause with governments. It also 
encourages the training of Native leaders. In 1980-81, $10.5 million 
was allocated to the core funding of three national organizations and 
32 provincial or territorial associations. Of this sum, $325,000 was 


used to publish newspapers. 


The Native Social and Cultural Development Program provided 
$800,000 for various community projects. In 1980-81, the $1.8 million 
allocated to the Native Communications Program enabled it to help 10 
Native communications societies finance library services, produce 
radio and television programs and newspapers, and train staff to work 


in various media. 


The Native Women's Program is designed to increase the participa- 
tion of Native women in contemporary Canadian society. In 1980-81, 
the program contributed $877,000 to two national organizations (Native 
Women's Association of Canada and Indian Rights for Indian Women) and 
to provincial and local Native women's groups. These grants helped 
finance projects relating to matters of particular concern to Native 
women, such as education, child welfare, the quality of life in Native 


communities and possible revisions to the Indian Act. 


Assistance provided through the Migrating Native Peoples' Program 
for the basic operations of Native friendship centres illustrates 
another type of financing for group operations. Friendship centres 
are autonomous organizations administered by community represen- 
tatives. They offer sociocultural services to Native people who move 


to cities or who already live in them. These services help Native 
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people adapt to a new social environment where they are a minority. 
In 1980-81, the Department of the Secretary of State provided $6.8 
million to this program, contributing to the activities of 76 friend- 
ship centres. Also, for the first time, three temporary centres were 
opened in Grand Centre, Alberta, Riverton, Manitoba and Fort Erie, 


Ontario. 


The department's programs are designed for various groups. They 
have generally been established to meet the needs felt and expressed 
by certain segments of the population. Such is the case for the 


Women's Program, which falls under the Citizens' Participation Branch. 


In 1980-81, the Women's Program budget rose from $700,000 to 
$1.2 million, an increase that enabled it to assist some of the acti- 
vities of several of the 500 voluntary women's groups in Canada. The 
common goal of these agencies is to improve the status of women, 
inform the general public of women's changing role in all sectors of 
social life, and encourage the full participation of women in Canadian 
society. For example, this program provided financial assistance to 
the Canadian Congress for Learning Opportunities for Women. These 
learning opportunities are defined as being “any experience designed 
for women, which promotes their advancement intellectually, 
emotionally, socially, politically, and which enables their full 


participation in Canadian life.” 


The program defrayed the expenses of 14 delegates of national 
women's organizations who attended Forum, a parallel conference to the 
World Conference of the United Nations Decade for Women, held in 
Copenhagen, July 1980. Forum brought together 8,000 women represent- 
ing non-governmental women's groups. Stimulating exchanges took 
place, particularly on the respective conditions and problems of women 
in industrialized and Third World countries. The Canadian delegates 
had pledged that, upon returning to Canada, they would share the 
knowledge they had gained at the conference with other women's groups 


in Canada. 
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Under its Assistance to Community Groups Program, the Citizens' 
Participation Branch granted a total of $815,000 to various voluntary 
organizations, in particular to a coalition of national voluntary 
organizations and the Coalition of Provincial Organizations of the 


Handicapped (COPOH). 


In January, the Secretary of State, the Minister of State for 
Multiculturalism and two other ministers participated in a three-day 
conference, Consultation '8l. This conference brought together 
leaders of more than 100 national voluntary organizations to discuss 


relationships between the voluntary sector and the federal government. 


In a speech delivered on January 31 at Consultation '81, the 
Secretary of State renewed the federal government's commitment to 
strengthen the voluntary sector in Canada and said the department 
would be responsible for coordinating within the government a new 
global policy for voluntary action. The Secretary of State also 
stressed the essential role played by voluntary organizations in the 


formulation of new social policies. 


6 Official Languages 


The teaching of official languages is discussed in Section 9, 


under Education Support Programs and Activities. 
Official Languages in the Private and Public Sectors 


A program has been developed for organizations and institutions 
seeking assistance in confronting problems related to the provision of 
services in both French and English. This program was set up to share 
the expertise developed by the federal government in the field of 
official languages. It serves both the private sector, comprising 
voluntary organizations and private business, and the non-federal 


public sector comprising provincial and municipal administrations, 
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educational institutions, medical establishments and social service 


organizations. 


Technical and financial assistance is provided by the Promotion 
of Official Languages Program of the department. Technical assistance 
is provided for all sectors and comprises consultation and auxiliary 
services: information, documentation, resource persons, language 
courses and tests, translation and terminology. Financial assistance 
is also provided to national and regional non-profit associations in 
the form of grants for the following services: translation and 
interpretation at conferences, bilingualism development plans and 


special activities. 


Two hundred and twenty-six grants totalling $1.39 million were 
given to non-profit organizations to help them work in both official 


languages. 
Official Language Minority Groups 
ee OO OEY OE OUDS: 


Under its official languages policy, the Government of Canada 
offers a variety of services to official language minority groups 
(Anglophones in Quebec and Francophones in the other provinces and 


territories) to aid their development and cultural fulfillment. 


This program is the responsibility of the Official Language 
Minority Groups Directorate of the department. Its main objective is 
to help members of official language minority groups to function 
effectively in their environment and to develop within the framework 


of Canadian society. 


During 1980-81, the programs of this directorate enabled 
433 organizations to benefit from 550 grants or contributions total- 
Listen S15 ¢ mil ition . These organizations were also able to initiate 
projects or programs in one of the following six areas of activity: 
social, cultural, educational, economic, legal and communications. 


Regular meetings with the Fédération des Francophones hors Québec were 
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instituted at the ministerial level to deal with the development of 
francophone communities outside Quebec in many spheres of activity. 
The Council of Quebec Minorities also exchanged ideas with the Secre- 


tary of State on the needs of non-French-speaking Quebecers. 


A study was also prepared by the department to evaluate the 
current needs and aspirations of official language minority communi- 
ties. Planning has now been completed and the study will be carried 
out in 1981-82. 


7 Multiculturalism 


The appointment in 1972 of a Minister of State for Multicultu- 
ralism illustrates the priority given to multiculturalism in overall 


federal policy. 


While the official languages policies are aimed at protecting the 
linguistic rights of Francophones and Anglophones, one dimension of 
the multiculturalism policy is designed to preserve the cultural 
heritage of various ethnic groups and recognize cultural diversity in 


Canada. 


Indeed, "although there are two official languages, there is no 
official culture, nor does any ethnic group take precedence over any 
other" (Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau to the House of Commons, 
Octoberss), 7el971))i. This statement forms the basis of the federal 
multiculturalism policy which, in a bilingual framework, aims at 
preserving the cultural freedom of Canadian citizens and landed 


immigrants. 


Under this policy, the Multiculturalism Directorate encourages 
activities that increase understanding among Canadians of different 
origins and promote the growth of their cultures in the Canadian 
context. These programs fall into two categories - grant programs or 


non-grant “initiatives.” There are eight grant programs: 
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- The Cultural Integration Program encourages and _ supports 
projects and activities designed to facilitate the orientation 
and social and cultural integration of immigrants into Canadian 
society. Budget allocations for this program for 1980-81 were 


close to $1.3 million. 


- The Cultural Enrichment Program encourages projects and activi- 
ties that promote the learning of heritage languages other than 
French and English. A total of $1.4 million was allocated to 
help provide teacher training, the operation of heritage 


language schools and the development of teaching aids. 


- The Group Development Program makes grants available to organi- 
zations for projects of a general nature, such as conferences, 
seminars, workshop displays. Its 1980-81 budget totalled $2.5 


million. 


- The Writing and Publications Program provides grants for the 
research, writing, translation of a non-official language to an 
official language, and publication of historical or literary 
works that reflect the cultural diversity of Canadian society. 
In 1980-81, the grants for this program were included in the 


Group Development Program. 


- The Performing and Visual Arts Program encourages the promotion 
and production of performing and visual art forms that rein- 
force a group's cultural heritage and also reflect certain 
aspects of the group's life in Canada. Funds for this program 
come from the budget allocations to the Group Development 


Program. 


- The Canadian Ethnic Studies Program encourages the pursuit of 
scholarly research and courses of study in various disciplines 
relating to important aspects of cultural pluralism (the 
humanities, communications and fine arts as they relate to 
Canadian society). The budget for the 1980-81 fiscal year was: 
$500,000 in grants and a $300,000 contribution to the "chaire 


d'études acadiennes de l'Université de Moncton.” 


Ld 


. The Operational Support Program provides core funding for the 
development of voluntary organizations representing the inter- 
ests and concerns of ethnocultural communities. Its 1980-81 
budget was $205,000. 


. In 1980-81, the Intercultural Communications Program allocated 
$1,261,000 in core funding to multicultural or multi-ethnic 
voluntary organizations that work together in the interest of 


member groups or organizations. 


The initiatives (non-grant programs) of the directorate comprise: 
the Histories Program (histories of ethnocultural groups in Canada: in 
1980-81, histories of the Arabs, Greeks and Norwegians were publish- 
ed), the Immigrant Study Series, Multicultural Educational Resources 
Development, Creative Literature, Mass Media Relations, and Ethnic 
Press Analysis. Among other special initiatives undertaken was a 


study of the problems of immigrants in Canada. 


Some initiatives were financed by grants, but most were supported 
though the Professional and Special Services budget which, in 1980-81, 
totalled $1.2 million. These special projects included: 


- a pilot project in Toronto to ease race relations in that city 


. in March 1981, the first conference of immigrant women, which 
brought together about 100 representatives of immigrant women's 
organizations, representatives of provinces and municipalities, 
and officials of the Department of the Secretary of State as 


well as other departments 


. in February 1981, a workshop for educators on television 


literacy 


. bilingual publication by the Multiculturalism Directorate of a 
study prepared for UNESCO entitled Cultural Boundaries and the 


Cohesion of Canada 
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publication of a French language version of The Canadian Family 
Tree, entitled Les Rameaux de la famille canadienne - Histoire

Implementation of the multiculturalism programs is assisted by 
the advisory bodies: the Canadian Consultative Council on Multicultu- 
ralism, the Canadian Ethnic Studies Advisory Panel and the Canadian 


Ethnic Histories Advisory Panel.

PART THREE: CANADIAN SOCIETY 


8 On Being Canadian 


Part of the role of the Department of the Secretary of State is 
to contribute to a dynamic definition of the nature of Canadian 
society so that this country's citizens will appreciate they are part 
of a collectivity larger than their own ethnic group. All programs of 
the Department of the Secretary of State, whether designed for 
individuals in a distant community or for cross-Canada associations, 


are based on this concept of national identity. 


For some people, the sense of belonging to a pluralistic communi- 
ty presents no problem. Secure in their identification with a cultu- 
ral group and their integration in a geographic environment, they have 
no difficulty evolving toward a broader definition of themselves. For 
others, this progression is not so easy: placed in an economically or 
culturally disadvantaged situation, they find it difficult to believe 


they have a place in Canadian society. 


To give as many people as possible a good start in life and to 
provide them with the means of participating fully in Canadian life, 
the department has an invaluable tool at its disposal - the role it 
plays as a federal and national government instrument in the education 


area. 
9 Education Support Programs and Activities 


The federal government defrays a substantial portion of the total 
cost of education in Canada. During. the 1980-S1*<fiscal’ "year. it 
allocated approximately $5 billion to this sector. These funds were 
allocated largely to post-secondary education, manpower training and 
research assistance. The major educational programs and activities 
for which the Department of the Secretary of State is responsible are 


described in the following pages. 
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Post-Secondary Education: Act of 197/ 


The federal government assists each province and territory in 
defraying the costs of post-secondary education, according to a formu- 
la that takes into account the priorities and responsibilities of the 
provinces. These funds are transferred under the Federal- Provincial 
Fiscal Arrangements and Established Programs Financing Act, 19/7. 
While the Department of Finance allocates tax points, the Department 
of the Secretary of State makes cash payments to the provinces. In 
1980-81, the federal government contributed more than $3.07 billion to 
the provinces and territories comprising $1.43 billion in tax points 
and $1.64 billion in cash payments allocated by the Department of the 
Secretary of State. This represents the largest portion of the 


department's budget. 
Canada Student Loans Program 


Established in 1964, the Canada Student Loans Program (CSLP) is 
designed to make higher education more accessible and to facilitate 
geographic mobility in the choice of institutions by providing loans 
to financially needy students to meet the costs of full-time study at 


the post-secondary level. 


The loans are granted to students by banks or other financial 
institutions, and guaranteed by the federal government. The govern- 
ment pays interest on these loans during studies and for six months 
following their termination. Students receiving this assistance make 
repayment arrangements with the financial institution involved. In 
1980-81, the program cost the federal government $83./ million and 
benefited some 150,000 students. 


Federal and provincial government officials meet regularly to 
establish basic criteria for the operation of the federal plan to 


ensure that the CSLP regulations meet students' needs. 
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Over the years, the provinces have established their own student 
assistance programs according to various formulas, as a complement to 
the federal program. Quebec has created its own loans and grants 
program for students and does not participate in the CSLP. Thus, 
there are now a considerable number of different student grants and/or 
loans programs in the country, benefiting about 35 per cent of the 
entire Canadian student population enrolled in post-secondary 


Lnsti tutions. 


A Federal-Provincial Task Force on Student Assistance was 
established at the beginning of 1980, under the chairmanship of the 
Senior Assistant Under Secretary of State and a provincial deputy 
minister of education to examine the growing complexity of the student 
assistance scene. The task force took stock of past experiences and 
prepared a series of proposals and possible alternative approaches for 
the governments involved. Its report was submitted in January 1981 at 
a meeting of the Council of Ministers of Education and the Secretary 
of State. Members of the council and the Secretary of State then 


published the document and initial public reaction to its proposals. 
Canadian Studies 


In 1980-81, the Education Support Program allocated $365,000 to 
the development of Canadian studies under the last year of a Three- 
Year Program of Financial Support to Canadian Studies. Grants were 
made to the Association of Canadian Community Colleges and to the 
Association for Canadian Studies. The activities of these organiza-— 
tions are principally concerned, respectively, with community colleges 


and universities. 


In September 1980, the department also sponsored a Symposium on 
Canadian Studies in Montreal. This symposium brought together about 
20 experts representing universities, community colleges, voluntary 
organizations and various other groups. Its objective was to evaluate 


the development of Canadian studies and to establish priorities in 
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this field for the 1980s. These priorities were established to find 
ways of enabling more Canadians from various regions and distinct cul- 
tural and social origins to discover and get to know each other 


better. 


Participants in the symposium noted a growing interest in Cana- 
dian studies in recent years. They concluded not only that Canadian 
Studies should continue to be encouraged in educational institutions, 
but that the interest of the general public in this area should be 
stimulated through television, libraries and archives, and through the 


help of voluntary groups. 
Official Languages in Education 


Programs related to official languages in education are managed 
under agreements between the federal government and the provinces and 
territories. The federal government programs help the provinces and 
territories provide members of official language minorities with the 
opportunity to have their children educated in their own language at 
the elementary, secondary and post-secondary levels. They also 
provide Canadians with the opportunity to learn the other official 
language. In Quebec, English is the language of the official language 
minority as well as the second official language. French has this 


position in the other provinces and the territories. 


In this field, the Department of the Secretary of State provides 
two types of assistance programs: formula and non-formula payment 
programs. Formula payments are calculated according to various 
formulas that take into account instruction costs and student partici- 
pation rates in each province. In 1980-81, formula payments totalled 
$140 million. 


Besides formula payments, the department finances a number of 
non-formula programs for specific projects and initiatives of the 
provinces and territories. In 1980-81, the sums allocated to these 
projects totalled $29.8 million. Through the Special Projects 


Program, federal contributions are designed to assist the provincial 
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governments develop and expand minority official language education 
and second official language instruction. These projects must 
represent an innovation or an addition to programs already in 
existence, or respond to a pressing need which would otherwise have 
remained unanswered, such as the establishment of immersion programs 
or the purchase of school books. Other non-formula programs provide 
assistance directly to individuals. For example, they enable students 
to pursue studies in their first official language outside their own 


province, or to study the second official language. 


Assistance is also provided for the establishment and support of 
minority language teacher training institutes and for the improvement 


of provincial language training centres. 


Two language learning programs financed entirely by the federal 
government are the Summer Language Bursary Program and the Second 
Language Monitor Program. They are administered by the provincial 
departments responsible for education in conjunction with the Council 


of Ministers of Education, Canada. 


The department also grants direct financial aid to groups and 
institutions for language research and for the distribution of 
information on official languages. Laval University's International 
Centre for Research in Bilingualism, the Biennale de la langue 
frangaise, and Canadian Parents for French are some of the groups that 
have benefited from this language acquisition development program, 
which had in 1980-81 a budget of some $400,000. 


In January 1981, the Secretary of State met with the Council of 
Ministers of Education, Canada in Fredericton. Their talks centred on 
the negotiation of new federal-provincial agreements on official 
language education and the future cooperation of the two orders of 
government in student assistance at the post-secondary level. They 
also discussed joint citizenship courses and language training for 


immigrants. 
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Liaison and Coordination 


At the national level, the Education Support Branch participated 
in interdepartmental and federal-provincial meetings and discussions 
on educational matters, and maintained liaison with national 


educational associations. 


On the international scene, the branch continued to cooperate 
with the Department of External Affairs to ensure Canada's effective 
participation in international meetings on education. Branch officers 
took part in the Conference of Ministers of Education of the Europe 
Region of UNESCO in Sofia, in June 1980; a UNESCO Conference of the 
European Centre for Higher Education in Bucharest, in June 1980; the 
Commonwealth Education Conference in Colombo, in August 1980; and the 
General Conference of UNESCO in Belgrade, in October 1980. The 
department also assisted in the work of the Education Committee of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD). The 
purpose of these various conferences was to promote high standards of 
education throughout the world in industrialized and developing 


countries. 
10 Translation Bureau 


The development of a sense of belonging to a country depends, 
among other things, on the extent to which citizens or groups of 
citizens are linguistically familiar with one another, in their rela- 
tions with the central government and with various regions in the 
country. Besides the efforts to encourage the use of both official 
languages in Canada, the department has considerable resources that 
enable it to play a larger role in the language field. These 


resources are to be found in the Translation Bureau. 


In 1980-81, while fulfilling its primary function - to provide 
translation, interpretation, research and terminology standardization 
services for Parliament and some 150 federal departments and agencies 


- the bureau undertook to establish new language consulting services 
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for the benefit of the government and Canadian society in general. 
Current pilot projects will enable it to clarify the methods for 
providing these services. The bureau has published terminology 
bulletins, or vocabularies, in several fields, and has taken certain 
measures to ensure their wider distribution, with the cooperation of 
the Canadian Government Publishing Centre. The bureau's terminology 
information services answered more than 26,500 requests during the 


year. 


Another sphere of activity, the Sign Language Interpretation 
Service, which was established by the bureau last year to help Cana- 
dians suffering from a hearing handicap to communicate more easily 
with the federal government, has grown rapidly. It now provides this 


kind of service approximately 40 times a month. 


The formation of new language services does not compromise the 
primary duty of the bureau, which is to help the government communi- 
cate in all languages. In 1980-81, 253 million words were translated, 
compared with 225 million the previous year. The bureau provided 


16,500 interpreter-days, compared with 8,340 in 1979-80. 


To support its activities, the bureau continued to expand and 
update the Canadian government's terminology bank. A number of inter- 
ested outside organizations provided additional vocabulary standardi- 
zation in various fields. The bank now contains 115,000 new index 


cards (a total of 570,000 terms). 


A careful study of present automatic translation resources, as 
applied to aviation, established that these were not beneficial in 
the foreseeable future. However, the bureau is continuing a feasibil- 
ity study to learn about other applications of this technology that 
could immediately benefit the federal government, and to enable it to 


reorient research in this direction. 


For several years, the Translation Bureau has maintained close 


relations with various specialized organizations in Canada and abroad. 
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Within Canada, it established the Translation Services Conference 
which, twice yearly, enables federal and provincial authorities to 
exchange views on matters of common interest, and to coordinate their 
efforts better. It also maintained close relations with various 
provincial translation services, and continued to work closely with 


Quebec's Office de la langue francaise. 


The bureau has taken part in many activities abroad: conferences, 
meetings, exchanges, terminology research and implementation of cultu- 
ral agreements. It was represented at various national and interna- 
tional organizations in America, Europe, Africa and Asia. During a 
meeting of the International Standardization Organization (ISO), the 
bureau, which had assisted in formulating the definition of the 
Canadian position in terminology, was able to get this definition 


accepted as an international standard in February 1981. 


At the Journées canadiennes in Nancy, France, at the beginning of 
the same year, the bureau revealed the progress it had made in 
researching and applying data processing systems to translation in 
Canada. This presentation was repeated a few days later in Paris, at 
the request of the Canadian Embassy, for the representatives of 
numerous national and international translation, terminology and 


linguistic organizations. 


To support these activities, to make itself better known, and 
especially to reach a larger public, the bureau last year published a 
series of five brochures describing some of its services and answering 


a growing demand for information. 

The activities of this important sector of the Department of the 
Secretary of State affirm the distinctive image of a bilingual Canada 
and Canada's linguistic expertise, both in Canada and abroad. 


phy National Symbols 


On July 1, 1980, the Prime Minister and the Secretary of State 


proclaimed O Canada the national anthem of Canada. The department 
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organized the celebration of this event and ensured publication and 
distribution of both the French and the new English versions, as 


approved by Parliament. 


The Department of the Secretary of State is responsible for 
official protocol, the organization of Canada's Birthday celebrations, 
royal visits and other special events, as well as liaison with the

LZ Internal Administration 


Behind the programs and activities of the Department of the 
Secretary of State lies an administrative organization that assumes 
responsibility for internal management, planning and evaluation. In 
response to the recommendations of the Comptroller General of Canada 
and the wishes of Parliament, the department has paid _ special 
attention to the review of its work processes: planning, budgeting, 
controls, evaluation and follow-up of its programs. For years staff 
has been assigned to this type of task but, in 1980-81, a number of 
Specific projects were identified as being necessary to bring about 


corrective measures. 


The department gave priority to program planning and evaluation 
in order to compare stated objectives with the results actually 
obtained. Are the various programs adapted to public needs? Do they 
take into account changes in society and group attitudes? Is the 
department ready to meet future social changes? Have these changes 
been anticipated, and their consequences analyzed? The administrators 
of the programs attempted to answer many such questions during the 
general period of reassessment begun in 1980-81 in the context of the 
department's mandate and major orientations. This process resulted in 
a five-year plan comprising coordinated planning and an action 


Strategy. 


13 Technical Aid to Communities 


Besides internal management of grants to various citizens' groups 
within the framework of current programs, the department provides 
technical assistance to communities in the form of consultations and 
seminars. Experience has shown that certain groups need assistance in 
bookkeeping and the presentation of financial statements. Consequent-— 
ly, the department places a small network of financial officers at the 


disposal of groups requiring their services. 
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Studies have been undertaken to help regional services increase 
their capacity to meet the needs of their communities and, in 1980-81, 
the Department of the Secretary of State opened two new regional 
offices, one in Whitehorse, Yukon, the other in Calgary, Alberta. In 
the same period, the department prepared for the opening of a local 


office in Yellowknife, Northwest Territories.
